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NEW ALLIANCE MAY COME 


Marriage of Grand Duke Mi-. 


chael and Princess Victoria 


_ Expected to Change Polit- 
ical Map of Europe.

LONDON, April 6, 3 a, m.—The Mirror, a 
sensational picture paper, which ie owned by 
the proprietors of the Daily Mall, prof 
to have excellent authority for stating that 
the czar will abdicate within a month and 
that his brother, the Grand Duke Michael, 
will be appointed regent during the minority 
of the czarovitch. — 

The Mirror says the ozar at times Is unable 
to sign his name, and that whenever any 
state matter is broached to him he trembles 
like a frightened child. Something like a 
panic has long re in the royal house- 
hold. The czari is almost in the same 
heartbroken, pitiable plight as her husband. 
The certainty of his forced abdication, which 
long has been dawning upon him, has been 
hastened by the drift of circumstances and 
his own breakdown. Now, tired of it all, he 
is willing enough to sink into obscurity and 
yield the reins of office to a stronger man. 
The Grand Duke Michael is grief-stricken 
over his brother’s condition. Ke has shrunk 
from the responsibility of taking over control 
of the great empire, but as a result of a 
series of family conclaves, in which the 
dowager czarina took a leading part, he has 
been convinced of the necessity of sacrificing 
himself. 

Michael to Wed Victoria. 

The Mirror also claims that the visit of the 
dowager czarina to England, which ended 
on Friday, when she started for Biarritz in 
company with her sister, Queen Alexandra, 
was due to the Russian political situation. 
She came here for the purpose of negotiat- 
ing a marriage between the Grand Duke 
Michael and Princesse Victorta of Schleswig- 
Holstein, one of the most popular of English 
royalties, who was a great favorite of the 
late Queen Victoria. 

The princess accepted the proposal, and 
the marriage may take place in April or dur- 
ing the first week of May if nothing happens 
to upset the arrangements. The wedding 
possibly will take place in England dut 
more likely on the Riviera. It will 
be entirely without pomp, although pos- 
sibly there will be a grander ceremony 
at St. Petershurg later. As the law of the 
Russian court compels the wives of the mem- 
bers of the imperial family to belong to the 
Greek orthodox church, it will be essential 
for the Princess Victoria, who is a Protest- 
ant, to join that communion. 


Courtship Will Be Brief. 

The dowager czarina, who was reared as a 
Protestant, had gome difficulty in persuad- 
ing the Princess Victoria to change her re- 
ligion, but she finally prevalled. 

The courtship will be brief, for thus far the 
Grand Duke Michael has not personally pro- 
posed marriage, the matter having been en- 
tirely arranged by. others. The Princess 
Victoria, however, ig well acquainted with 
the Grand Duke Michael. She isa frequent 
correspondent of the Russian imperial fam- 
ily and one of the dowager czarina’s prin- 
cipal female friends. 5 

King Edward's position, says the Mirror, 
has been one of strict aloofness throughaut 
the negotiations. When he was approached 
on the subject he positively declined to have 
anything to do with it, leaving the matter 
entirely to Princess Victoria herself. He 
would not even listen to any reference to the 
matter, although he may possibly attend the 
wedding. 

Immediately the regency is declared some 
important diplomatic changes will be made. 
Count Benckendorff will be promoted from 
the embassy here to one of the highest ap- 
pointments in St. Petersburg. He is a great 
favorite of the dowager czarina, who con- 
siders his knowledge and experience indis- 
pensable to the Russian government in its 
present crisis. What is more important is 
the fact there will be a complete alteration 
of the European situation. 


Will Change Political Map. 

The resulting change primarily will mean a 
great step towards a complete Russo-Britieh 
entente, to which France may be a party. 

Great Britain, France, and Russia then will 
form the most powerful combination in 
Europe. 

Germany's influence, as a con quence, will 
wane considerably. The dowager czarina, 
like all true Danes, hates Germany, and it is 
a fact that the czarina, who is of German 
birth, has been responsible for frequent quar- 
rels between them. 

Regarding Russia's future, the Mirror says, 
the Grand Duke Michael already has formed 
hig policy, which has been discussed and ap- 
proved in the family conclaves. He will sum- 
marily end the duma and all other attempts 
at representative government. A military 
dictatorship will be established under Gen. 
Count Ignatieff. The world will acclaim it a 
reign of blood end iron, but that will not be 
the case. 

The grand duke is a man in whom great 
severity is blended with kindmess and he ie a 
stateeman of high order. He says, in effect, 
that in Russia the only thing that is respected 
is brute strength. 

Grand Duke Outlines Policy. 

It would be better,“ he adds, for Russia 
to have a hundred thousand persons slain in 
one day and then enjoy tranquillity than that 
month after month a sacrifice of blood be 
poured out without any progress. Seventy- 
five per cent of the Russians are illiterate, | 
will establish schools all over the empire. 
We will break down the stupendous ignor- 
ance of the people first, and then, step by 
step, we will give them their representation, 
but I will crush out the spirit of rebellion 
by which, at the behest of a few fanatics, 
ignorant peasants are made the sacrifice.” 

The grand duke is an intense admirer of 
England and England's institutions. With 
the help of an English wife, he will hold 
England up as an example to be copied, 

In Russian court circles the utmost en- 
thusiasm prevails. A new spirit now per- 
meates things, succeeding the blank dismay 
of the past few months, and there is bright 
anticipation, qualified, however, by the 
knowledge that the first days of the new 
reign may be days almost of terror.

The guests were invited for 8:15 and as the 
talking did not begin until nearly 9 o'clock 
they had ample opportunity to wander 
through the spacious rooms of the big house 
and admire what they saw. 

The distributing point for the arrivals was 
the great hall. Thence they passed into the 
drawing room, where Mr. and Mrs. Carnegie 
and Mise Whitfield, Mra. Carnegie’s sister, 
were yalting to receive them. Ralph M. 
Easley, who knows everybody in the camps 
of both employers and employés, was there 
to see that all hands were properly inden- 
tified. 


Some Strange Contrasts. 

The big rooms were full of contrasts, which 
will perhaps be made evident by the mere 
recital of a few mames.

% There is no time more important than this 
for a gathering of this nature,“ began Mr.

TRACTION RELIEF 
TO BEGIN MONDAY. | 


Reconstruction Awaits Final 
Council Action; Plans Are 
All Completed. 


MITTEN HERE TOMORROW 


Presidént of City Railway Ex- 
pected to Return with Ac- 
ceptance of Laws. 


The actual work of reconstructing the Chi- 
cago City railway lines probably will begin 
on Monday. Drawings and plans for the 
first work—that of replacing all tracks— 
have been completed by a force of men work- 
ing unter Bion J. Arnold, the city’s chief 
engineer, and all that remains is the ac- 
ceptances of the ordinances by the railway 
officials. ‘ 

President Mitten is now in New York ar- 
ranging for future contracts. He will. re- 
turn to Chicago tomorrow and {ft is ex- 
pected that he will have the authority to 
accept the traction ordinances on behalf 
of his company. The city still will have 
thirty days to consider the ordinances be- 
fore accepting them, but it is generally un- 
derstood that action is what the the new 
administragon ie after and that thie right 
will be waived and orders immediately given 


“for carrying on the work begun. 


Arnold’s Work Saves Much. 

Much of the work that has been done by 
Mr. Arnold has been done upon his own 
authority. It will save at least a month's 
time in the work of rehabilitation when it be- 
gins officially. ~ 

In cage my work is not approved I sup- 
pose that I can afford to lose t.“ seid Mr. 
Arnold. This work is relating, to a great 
extent, to the style of rails to be used and 
the manner of construction of the tracks. 
Of course it will have to be approved by the 
railroad officiais.”’ 

The new railg are to be of the heavy fiat 
type, which will give the maximum of speed 
with the minimum of power. Although the 
plans for reconstruction cannot be definitely 
settled upon until Engineer Arnold's two 
assistants are named, it is expected that the 
work will be carried on at different points, 
the places which are in the worst condition 
being selected first and the work pushed as 
rapidly as possible. 

A meeting of the board of directors of the 
Chicago City railway company will be called 
by President Mitten on Monday. At this 
meeting the acceptance of the ordinances 
will not be the only important work done, it 
is expected. The selection of the engineer 
to represent the traction company will prob- 
ably be taken up at this meeting. 


Busse Seeks an Engineer. 

Meanwhile, it is undérstood that Mayor- 
elect Busse is wrestling with the question 
of appointing the city’s engineer. Mr. Busse 
is using the same cars in selecting this im- 
portant personage as in all of the other de- 
partments, and will not name the man until 
it hae been proved that he is the best obtain- 
able for the place. The main requisite in 
making this selection is to get a man who 
will be above any outside influences and who 
will be big enough to cope with the corpora- 
tion heads to be handled.“ 2 


Fisher Yet. Undecided. 

Walter L. Fisher said that he had not yet 
decided whether he would accept the offer 
of the city to remain in the office of chief 
traction counsel. It is known that the posi- 
tion will not pay Mr. Fisher as much as his 
private practice, and this is the one considera- 
tion that has caused him to hesitate about 
taking up the work for four years more. 

“It is just a question of whether I can 
afford to remain in the position,” said Mr. 
Fisher. “I do not know what I shall do, al- 
though I feel disposed to remain in the work.“ 

Engineer Arnold insisted that the loss of 
Mr. Fisher would be keenly felt and that 
he should be retained at any cost. 


PLANS TO FINANCE TRACTION. 


Big Bond Issue by City Railway Com- 
pany to Be the First 
Step. 


* 


New York, April 8.—[ Special. I— The New 
York interests which bought control of the 
Chicago City railway company end the Union 
Traction company are preparing to finance 
the two concerns. 

According to a report current in the @nan- 
cial district today the sity railway company 
expects to authorize a big bond issue, prob- 
ably $50,000,000. There is to be issued to the 
stockholders $24,000,000 of bonds, bearing 
5 per cent interest. The bonds will be given 
to the stockholders free and will capitalize 
the $21,000,000 of assets which the elty agreed 
to be the value of the City Railway eom- 
pany’s property. The other 33,000,000 of 
bonds will cover the $38,000,000 of money 
raised by the City Railway company on its 
notes to purchase new equipment. The City 
of Chicago has agreed to pay 5 per cent on 
the value of the railway company's assets 
and this will provide the necessary 5 per 
cent to pay the interest on the bonds. 

It is estimated that $18,000,000 more of the 
$50,000,000 bonde authorized will be sold and 
the proceeds used to reconstruct and re- 
habilitate the property. The remainder-of 
the bond issue is to be sold from time to time 
to meet new construction needs. The Mor- 
gan plane with reference to Union Traction’ 
are not so well matured. R. R. Govin and 
other New York representatives are ex 
pected to go to Chicago within a week on 
Union Traction matters. 


HARKIN AFTER TICKET DEALERS 


Proposes to Get Warrants for All Who 
Are Violating Or mce He 
* Caused to Be Passed. 


A number of warrants may be issued today 
against theater managers and ticket brokers 
for violation of the Harkin anti-speculating 
ordinance, the amended section of which 
went into effect last Sunday. 

Ald. Harkin, although defeated for re- 
election, is determined that the ordinance he 
succeeded in having passed shall be enforced 
and yesterday he began gathering evidence 
upon which to base new complaints. Should 
the warrants be issued the complaints will 
be based upon the amended section, which 
limits the sale of tickets to the box office. 

In addition to issuing warrants for the re- 
arrest of the theater men and “brokers ”’ 
arrested two weeks ago several new com- 
plaints will be made and warrants taken out 
for all persons who in any way have anything 
to do with the illegal sale of theater tickets.

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SCHOOL REFORM A WORK. 


TRUSTEES GET BUSY NOW THAT 
ELECTION IS OVER. 


Cut Down Expenses by Discharging 
Sixty Special Repair Men, Revoke 
Transfers, and Intrast Supt. Cooley 
with Board. Business — President 

Ritter Says He May Look Into the 
Charges of Politics Among Teach- 
erse—Perkins Official Axman. 


Sixty repair men employed by the board 
of education were summarily discharged yes- 
terday—— 

The election is over. 

Dwight Heald Perkins, architect of the 
school board, m the discovery that the 
condition of the’ repair and permanent im- 
provement fund makes it imperative that 
sixty men be dropped from the repair force 
at the present time.“ The buildings and 
grounds committee agreed that the discov- 
ery was a valuable one and at once con- 
ferred upon Mr. Perkins the full authority of 
the official axman.

Collins as a politician of devious methods in 
concealing evidence against himself is be- 
coming more precarious in view of the in- 
quiry by the civil service commission. 

To add to the terrors of exposure, the chie? 
is now awaiting the impaneling of the next 
Cook county grand jury, when it is expected 
that evidence will be given against him. 

When the civil service commission learned 
yesterday that the first act of Chief Police 
Operator B. E. Thompson, on leaving 
the witness chair in the civil serv- 
ice rooms last Friday, was to go directly 
to Collins’ office ang tell Collins that the 
civil service commission was inquiring about 
the special police orders in respect to the 
Dunne posters, it was decided to ask Thomp- 
son about it. Accordingly, Thompson was 
summoned before the commissioners ate in 

he afternoon. Commissioners Prentiss and 
Powell did most of the interrogating, which 
was of a persistent variety. 

Tou were called before this commission 
last Friday and asked about the special or- 
der record of the central station,”’ said Com- 
missioner Prentiss. At that time you gid 
us that you had nothing to do with the rec- 
ords.“ 

I was asked if I knew anything About 
the records and I said that they were notfin 
my charge,“ responded Thompson. 


Admits Telling Collins at Once. 

“Tt has been called to the attention of the 
commission that, after retiring from the com- 
mission's room, you went immediately tothe 
chief, and he sent out an order to remove oer- 
tain pages from the special order book, con- 
tinued Commissioner Prentiss.

Well.“ said Thompson, it must have 
been because it was out of my line to be asked 
about such things that I told the chief about 
it.” 

But you did find it incumbent upon your- 
self to tell the chief something that you knew | 
nothing about? insisted Commissioner 
Powell. 

Thompson repeated his former reply, thus 
avoiding a direct answer. : 

“That will do,“ said the commissioner, 
and Thompson departed. 

The inquiry was left open. 


Rumors of Another Ggneral Order. 

Collins spent the day trying to figure out 
Ways to put re democrats into jobs from 
which it will be difficult for the incoming ad- 
ministration to, oust them. Although it was 
reported currently that he is preparing an- 
other general order, the chief denied that 
such was the case. He does not care for too 
much publicity in connection with general 
orders. 

Chief Collins refused to explain why he 
reinstated Patrolman Lawrence McEliligott, 
who was suspended following the death of 
Achilles Méret, whom he assaulted. This 
reticence on the part of the chief came as 
a surprise since it established a precedent 
in varying the stock reply, “ for the good 
of the service.“ 

Chair warmers and Iincompetents generally 
are worrying over the coming change in 
administration. This is not leesened by the 
fact that Collins is expected to make all the 
trouble he can for his enemies before the 
change goes into effect. 

It is predicted that Capt. P. D. O’Brien of 
the detective bureau may be transferred and 
that the post will go to Capt. John Mc- 
Weeney or Capt. William P. Clancy.

Chief Orders Prendergast to Fiftieth

ALD. BENNETD OUTLINES WORE 
OF NEW CITY COUNCIL. 


Municipal Building to Be Torn Down 
and Foundafion Laid for Modern 
. §Structure—Water Supply to Be In- 
creased, Streets Will Be Kept Clean, 
More Police and Fire Stations to Be 
Built—Co-operation of Mayor Busse 

a Certainty. 8 


Chairman Frank I. Bennett of the council 
finance’ committee outlined yesterday the 
improvements. needed in Chicago which will 
be handled by tHe council when it has been 
reorganized and Fred A. Busse has taken 
office as mayor. 

Ald. Bennett said the council can count 
on Mr. Busse's support in increasing its ef- 
ciency and that it faces an opportunity to 
make a glowing record for itself. 

“With the traction question out of the 
way and no tangled theories to handicap it“ 
he added, “ the council must reorganize and 
maintain its committees in such A way that 
it may intelligently and efficiently assume 
its proper position in the government of Chi- 
cago. — 

Among the big things for Chicago's bet- 
terment now on our list are the new city hall 
and the water department work. We have 
made an appropriation for tearing down the 
present city building and putting in a foun- 
dation for the new hall; but that is only 
a starter. All the work of drawing plans 
and financing the new structure remains to 
be done. And we want to do it effictently. 


To Increase Water Supply. 

“The work in the water department is ex- 
ceptionally heavy. We made plans a year 
ago and they now are well under way for 
the enlargement of the big tunnel in the 
southwestern part ofthecity. - 

„We've got to push this through at once 
to relieve the water famine in Hyde Park, 
Pullman, and West Pullman. We intend to 
increase the size of the big feeder mains on 
the north, west, and south sides. This will 
increase the pressure everywhere. Algo we 
must hurry up the enlargement of the Lake 
View station. 

A number of new bridges must be built. 
We also must see to it that the repair work 
on the sewer system is done promptly and 
well. The police department hag been en- 
larged and new stations for the police as well 
as for the firemen must,be put up under the 
eye of the council. 


Streets Will Be Kept Clean. 

With the aid of Mr. Busse, the just re- 
proach against Chicago’s streets may be re- 
moved. e have managed to increase the 
street cleaning appropriation and we want 
things to go so that we can increase it again. 

“The aldermen will have some construc- 
tive work to watch in the rearrangement of 
the garbage collection work. New horses 
and equipment must be purchased under the 
decision of the city todo the work itself. 

Ot course „ are ceunting on the effec- 
tive codperation of Mr. Busse, but the re- 
sponsibility is in large measure ours, and 
we mist work o fit ourselves to handle it.“

GUEST AT LAW CLUB DINNER. 


Evanston’s Woman Magistrate Enter- 
tained by Lawyers at Auditorium 
Tells of Her Campaign.

Justice of the Peace Catherine Waugh Me- 
Culloch of Evanston was the guest last night 
of the Law club of Chicago at a dinner at 
the Auditorium. Russell Whitman was toast- 
master. 

Robert J. Carey answered the toast, ‘‘ The 
Married Bachelor,“ whom he déscribed as 
being the man who stays at home while 
the family is at the seashore and wanders 
around town and through the clubs with a 
faraway, determined look in his eye, parched 
lips, and a desire to be friendly with every 
one.“ 

The Old Bachelor“ was described by 
Frank Hamlin, who said: “ The old bachelor 
comes under three classes—some were born 
that way, some made that way, and others 
always will remain that way.“ 

Mrs. McCulloch was greeted with applause 
when she arose to speak. She began by say- 
ing: In felicit¢ting the members of this 
club I whl say I have been a bachelor at law 
for twenty-one years and can call you 
brothers-in-law without violating social 
ethics, and to the judges of our courts can 
eay ‘brother judge’ without being in con-

She told of her election as justice of the 
peace in Evanston, the first Office of the kind 
to be held by any woman in Illinois, and safd 
the credit was with the women and the men.

SUBPOENAS ARE SERVED. 


Federal Grand Jury at Mobile In- 
vestigating Ramifications 
of the Trade. 


—ů— 


The government has started an investiga- 
tion into the sale of Honduras National lot- 
tery tickets in this country. It has been 
discovered that Chicago is the distributing 
point for the northwest and that incidentally 
a flourtshing business of this character has 
been conducted in the city as well. The 
inquiry into this alleged violation of the fed- 
eral statutes is to be held in Alabama, and 
five Chicago men have been subpoenaed to 
appear before a grand jury at Mobile next 
Thursday. 

The investigation here in Chicago was 
taken up on instructions from Washington. 
Several weeks ago a raid was made on an 
office maintained by Martin Oppenheim, 84 
La Salle street, and a quantity of tickets in 
the Honduras and Saxony lotteries were con- 
 fiscated. The federal authorities assert that 
Oppenheim is merely a subagent and they 
refer to James E. Moore, 1761 Magnolia ave- 


rested and placed under $5,000 bond to appear 
before United States Commissioner Foote. 


Chicago Men Subpenaed. 

The Chicago men sfhpcenaed before the 
grand jury at Mobile. are Oppenheim, Na- 
than Jacobs, Isaac Rosemugsen, A. Natkin, 
and William Lay. A subpoena has also been 
issued for Moore, but the deputy marshal 
could not find him yesterday. Each of these 
men subpeenaed, according to the federal 
authorities, is an agent working under the 
general directions of ,Moore, and similar 
agencies are declared to have en main- 
tained in Milwaukee, Minneapolis, Cleve- 
land, and Detroit. 

The ramifications of the lottery business, 
which, although clearly a violation of the 
federal laws, is declared to have grown up 
in the country, cannot be estimated. Prac- 
tically every city of any size in the country 
is said to have some place where thege tick- 
ets have been disposed of each month. In 
most places the tickets have been placed in 
the hands of saloonkeepers or proprietors of 
news and cigar stands, while in some in- 
stancee Pullman car porters are said to have 
acted. as agents. Among the other cities 
which will send delegations before the Mo- 
bile grand jury are St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Dallas, Fort Worth, Cincinnati. Louisville, 
Galveston, New Orleans, New York, Phila- 


Denver, and Salt Lake. 


In Operation for Ten Years. 

The Honduras lottery, a revival of the old 
Louisiana lottery, has been operated in the 
Central American republic since 1897, and 
as congress passed an act prohibiting the 
sending of lottery tickets through the mails 
or by express the pasteboard slips have been 
carried about the country to the various 
agents by traveling men. The amount of 
money taken in bf these agencies scattered 
all over the country each month is said to 
be enormous. When questioned by secret 
service men Oppenheim is safd to have ad- 
mitted that he disposed of between $1,200 
and $1,500 worth of tickets each month. The 


as this can only be won by a full ticket cost- 
ing $4, whereas the ordinary purchaser rare- 
ly buys more than one-sixteenth of a ticket, 
costing 25 cents, a large sum is seldom real- 
ized by an individual. It is reported that 
several years ago the helder of one ticket 
won a $60,000 prize and one of the agents 
examined by the government reported the 
payment of one for $7,500. 


PLANK SAVES ENGINEER’S LIFE. 


In Falling from Top of 200 Foot 
Chimney He Catches Scaffolding 
and Holds Fast. 


John Nagel, a constructing engineer, fell 
from the top of a 200 foot chimney at’ the 
Standard Steel Car works in Hammond yes- 
terday, but in his fall he struck a projecting 
scaffold on the outside about twenty-five 
feet from the top, which enable Aim to grasp 
a plank, thus saving his life.

One ot the most interesting things about 
the capture, aside from the strange story of 
Constantine’s wanderings from New York 
to Italy, Brazil, Argentine republic, back to 
Italy, and then to New York again, is the 
story of the identity of the dead boy ¢hat 
the fugitive adopted. When hé returned to 
New York, lured by that strange attraction 
that draws criminals back to the neighbor - 
hood, of their crimes, he carried a baptismal 
certificate showing that he was Paequa 
Gelorma, who was born in the province 0 
Salerno, Italy, twenty-three years ago. 
Other papers showed that his father was 
Paulo Gelorma of 322 Bast One Hundred and 
Thirteenth street, New York. 

These papers had been sent to the fugitive 
by his devoted old mother, soon after he 
left New York last March. They had Been 
arranged with the real Gelorma, whose son 
Pasquale died many years ago. Frank J. 
Constantine was dead and Pasquale Gelorma 
had beem born again. The man in One Hun- 
dred and Thirteenth street admitted it. Mrs. 
Constantine, who rune a small grocey in 
New Rochelle, said her son Frank was Gad. 


Love of Adventure Fatal. 

All might have gone well had Constantine 
staid in the rural dietricts of Italy and 
Naples. However, it was all uncovered by 
Schuettier, who learned that Constantine 
had been hidden in the house of Charles 
Sophia, 1221 Intervale street, the Bronx, since 
Jan. 27. He remained in the house all the 
time. It was hie craving for fresh air and 
action that led his mother to plan to send 
him again to Italy. She intended to follow 
after disposing of her store. But these plans 
went awry. The last act will come in Chi- 
cago. Constantine has been reported to be 
in love with a sieter of Stein, the man who 
identified him, but the police say this is 
wrong, as the girl is only 18 years old. 


NEED DR. DOHERTY AS WITNESS 


Police May Try to Bring Army Sur- 
geon from Manila for Constan- 
tine Murder Trial. 


For the purpose of refuting the suicide tale 
told by Frank J. Constantine the Chicago 
police may decide to bring Dr. David J. Do- 
herty to Chicago as a witness in the trial of 
the man charged with Mrs. Gentry’s murder, 

Police officials said yesterday that it may 
hecome absolutely necessary to the prosecu- 
tion to have the physician's evidence, Dr. 
Doherty is the only person who heard Mrs. 
Gentry’s dying statement as she fell to the 
floor at his feet, her hands clasped over the 
gash in her throat. 

Dr. Doherty is a United States army sur- 
geon, now stationed in the second reserve 
hospital at Manila, P. I., where he went 
shortly after the time of the murder. He 
had an office on the floor below the apart- 
ments occupied by the Gentrys, at 583 La 
Salle avenue, and it was in his office that 
the slain woman died. 

In the police records the woman’s dying 
statement, as given by Dr. Doherty, 10, 
“Some one—cut—my—throat—with—a — ra- 
zor.” The police admit they are considera- 
bly worried over Constantine’s story that 
Mra. Gentry committed suicide. 

Willlam Luthhart, secretary in the detec- 
tive bureau, said the trial of Constantine 
may hinge upon the exact language used by 
the dying woman, and much will depend 
upon whether Mrs. Gentty said Some one 
cut my throat with a razor" or He cut my 
throat with a razor.” *

PATIENTS AT JACKSON, LA., SAID 
TO HAVE BEEN CURED BY SHOCK, 


Heavy Wind Storm Which Proves 
Blessing to Sufferers Is Disaster 
to Others, However, as Many Are 
Killed and Large Parts of Several 
Towns in Three States Destroyed— 
Three Hundred Mile ‘Strip Affected 
by Tornado, 


New Orleans, La., April 5.—A terrific cy- 
clone which swept over three gulf states 
today, killing twenty persons and injuring 
fifty may have been a blessing to several 
patients at the state insane asylum at Jack- 
son, La., the shock having restored them to 
what their physicians declare may prove 
permanent.recovery. 

Gov. Blanchard has rushed tents and cots 


from the state military supplies for the tem- 
The 


age to the asylum is not above $100,000. 
Four women patients were killed, 


Damage May Exceed $500,000. 

The tornado moved from west to east, 
crossing the southern extremities of Louis- 
jana and Mississippi and striking into Ala- 
bama for a short distance. Portions of four 
towns were devastated and damage probably 
exceeding $500,000 was done. 

The tornado began at Alexandria, La., 
soon after 1 o’clock this morning, instantly 
killing’ four persons there, probably fatally 
injuring three, and seriously injuring thir- 
teen others. Soon after daylight it neared 
the Mississippi river, instantly killing five 
persons at Jackson, La. while at Bayou 
Sara, La., at least half a dozen others are 
reported killed. 


Last Reported at Selma. 

The tornado next appeared at Carson, Miss., 
where great property damage was done, and 
the last heard of it. was about noon, near 
Selma, Ala., where the inhabitants saw 
whirling clouds rise into the air as they 
croseed the river. One death, a negro, was 
reported near Selma. 

Alexandria, a town of about 16,000 in- 
habitants, had a fearful experience. Scores 
of homes were completely wiped out, fifty 
wére damaged, and altogether about 100 
buildings were seriously wrecked, including 
several business houses. 


KILLS HIMSELF AS LAWYER 
FINISHES DRAWING HIS WILL.

Percy T. Wells, Dying of Consumption, 
Dashes Head Against Wall When 
About to Sign Document. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 5.—Almost with 
his last breath Percy T. Wells, a civil en- 
gineer of Waltham, Mass., arose from his 
death bed at the Grand Central hotel this 
afternoon, just as he was about to sign his 
will, and dashed his head against the wall 
with such force that he died a few minutes 
later. 

Wells was about 24 years of age and had 
been in Guatemala for two years, engaged in 
railroad work. He arrived in San Francisco 
on April 2, in the last stages of consumption. 
He became crazed with grief when told he 
could not live to reach His home and see his 
mother and sister before dying. 

He sent for an attorney to draw up his 
will, and every effort was made by physicians 
to keep him alive until the document was pre- 
pared. A few minutes before it was ready 
Wells suddenly arose from his bed and 
hurled himself head foremost against the 
wall. 


BOARD OF CONTROL UNLAWFUL. 


Chief Supervising Authority in Hamil- 
ton County, O., Is Judicially De- 
clared to Have No Right to Exist. 


Cincinnati, O., April 5.—The board of con- 
trol of Hamfiton county, the supervising au- 
thority in all public affairs in this county, 
was declared to be without legal existence, 
being im contravention to the state constitu- 
tion, in a decision N by the Circuit 
court today. 

The board has been in existence for twenty 
years, and the decision followed a suit by 
Franklin Alter as a taxpayer. 

The ground for the decision is that the law 
creating the board was special legislation 
without such general application as is re- 
quired by the state constitution, and its effect

State street, where the body lies awalting an 
inquest today. 


Warning Comes Too Late. 

One of the first callers at the place of the 
shooting was Mrs. Emma Haas, wife of 
Joseph Haas, who came, she said, to warm 
Mrs. Rhein that Rhein was searching for 
her and her father and mother, intent on 
Killing them all. Rhein was at the Haas 
house, 6748 Lafayette street, shortly before 
noon, and inquired for his wife. He said she 
had no occasion to leave him. Rhein cried 
and became frantic and told Mrs. Haas she 
was lying when she said Mrs. Rhein was 
not there. Rhein searched the house and 
then, according to Mrs. Haas, said: 

Never mind, I'll find her and kill her and 
the old man and old woman. They putt 
into her head to sue me.“ 

Mr. and Mrs. Rommel were taken to the 
Wesley hospital. Rommel was too weak to 
say anything, but Mrs. Rommel talked free- 
ly ofthe affair. She is the second wife of 
Rommel and corroborated her stepdaught- 
er's story of abuse and of Rhein’s repeated 
threats to kill the entire family.

SWIMMER SAVES CHICAGOANS 
FROM DROWNING IN NEVADA. 


Prof. Hall and Three Students of Un- 
versity Rescued by One of Party 
After Boat of Explorers Capsizes. 


Reno, Nev., April 5.—[Special.]—Prof. Ross 
G. Halland three students named Kammerer, 
Cashel, and Brown of Chicago university, 
who have been on an archeologica! explora- 
tion near the end of the Truckee river and 
about Pyramid lake, had a perilous experi- 
ence yesterday. While boating on the lake 
all would have been drowned but for the 
presence of mind of Brown, who is an ex- 
cellent swimmer. 

The boat in which the party was on a tour 
of inspection about the lake, capsized, Brown 
swam to the thore and securing a rope, made 
ome end fast}and then took the end to the 
helpless men hanging on to the pverturmed 
boat.

BANKERLACKS 65,000 BAIL 


G. F. SORROW HELD IN CUSTODY 
OF A DEPUTY. 


Associate of Abner Smith Given Up 
by Bondsman, but Hopes te Fur 
nish Required Surety Today—Stock-~ 
holders of Wrecked Institution Tell 
of Statements Which Led’ Them to 
Invest — Paying Teller Says He 
Kept No Deposit in Institution. 


Gestav F. Sorrow, reputed eighteen months 
ago to be one of the prosperous manufactur- 
ers of Chicago, and now on trial as an official 
of the defunct Bank of America, spent yes- 
terday in Judge Pinckney’s courtroom in the 
custody of a deputy sheriff. When cdurt ad- 
journed in the afternoon he admitted that a 
search of thirty-six hours had failed to dis- 
coverinthecity a friend or business associate 
who was willing to replace the $5,000 bond 
revoked by Sorrow’s eee on Thursday. 

After a hurried conference with the attor- 
neys for Sorrow and for the state, Judge 
Pinckney announced that he would accept 
a cash bond of 65,000 on the two indictments 
on which the defendant is held. On the first 
of these a $4,000 bond has already been is- 
sued by a surety company.

Sorrow showed plainly the effect of the 
trying situation in which the unexpected 
defection of his bondsman has placed him.

Stockholders on Witness Stand. 


Detailed accounts of the Bank of Amer- 
ica’s methods of promoting its business were 
given during the day by a score of witnesses, 
most of them stockholders. 

Francis W. McIntosh, a dealer in paper 
at 179 Lake street, told the jury of a con- 
versation with Jerome V. Pierce, cashier 
of the Bank of America, in regard to q@pen 
ing an account at the bank.

“I paid for the stock and left it at the 
bank as security for further loans.” 

Reference to the certificate stubs of the 
bank showed that the two shares bought at 
Pierce’s advice had been originally the 
property of the cashier,

GUILTY IN AUTO TRAGEDY 


COLLIER CONVICTED oF Max 
SLAUGHTER AT KENOSHA. 


Chauffeur Convicted in Connection 
with Death of William Dreyer, 
Who Was Killed by Automobile in 
Wisconsin City—Defendant’s Attor- 
neys (Will Take Case to Supreme 


Court if Motion for New Trial Is. 


Overruled by Judge. 


Kenosha, Wis., April 5—([Specf?.}—Edward 
Collier, chauffeur for the Thomas B. Jeffery 
company in this city, who was tried for the 
death of William Dreyer, who was killed by 
an automobile last July, was found guilty of 
manslaughter in the fourth degree by a jury 
in the Circuit court here thisafternoon. The 
verdict was reached after the jury had con- 
sidered the evidence in the case for nearly 
two Gays, and it came as a great surprise to 
Collier’s friends, who had expected a dis- 
agreement. 

The attorneys for Collierat once moved the 
sentence be suspended and that a new trial 
be granted. The motien was taken under 


advisement and it is possible that a decision, | 


will be rendered tomorrow. 


Vain Hope in Deadlock. . 

The defendant and hig friends had been 
led to believe from the long consideration 
on the part of the jury that the verdict 
would be one of disagreement. It was known 
that during the long deadiock the jury hed 
stood for many hours nine for conviction and 
three for acquittal and Collier’s friends be- 
lieved that the men who favored acquittal 
would hang out to the bitter end. 

Just after noon today the jury came into 
court to ask for further instructions and at 
that time the foreman stated that the fury 
was hung on account of a lack of evidence, 
The court took up all the instructions that 
had been given to the jury and reread them, 
adding instructions which would aid the jury 
in reaching a verdict, which was returned 
in half an hour. The attorneys for the de- 
fense claim that the last inetructions given 
by the court were prejudicial to the de- 
fendant. 


May Appeal Case. 

It is stated by the attorneys for the de- 
fense that Collier is determined to prove his 
innocence and that should the court refuse 
to grant a new trial the case will be taken 
to the Supreme court. While no sentence 
has been imposed on Collier, it is understood 
that the state will not ask for a sentence of 
imprisonment, but will be satisfied with a fine 
in the case. 

Collier gave a new bond tonight on which

Ironmaster Sends Pittsburg 
Institute a Present of 
Cash and Bonds.

Money Is to Be Used to Support 
Technical Schools in Differ- 
ent Departments. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 5.—[Specia!.]—Andrew 
Carnegie today notified the president of the 
board of trustees of the Pittsburg Carnegie 
institute that he is sending them $6,000,000. 
Of this amount $5,000,000 is in United States 
Steel corporation 5 per cent bonds and $1,000, - 
000 in cash. The cash ig to be used in erect- 
ing more technical school buildings, The 
bonds are an endowment. One million dol- 
lars is added to the endowment of $2,000,000 
already given to the schools and the other 
$4,000,000 added to the institute’s present 
$2,000,000 endowment. Altogether the insti- 
tute trustees, who also control the technical 
schools, will have an annual income of $460,- 


000.

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PAREAT AT ART INSTITUTE 


DETECTIVE WOOLDRIDGE SAYS HE 
WILL RAID PICTURE PALACE. 


Only Condition a Decision of the 
Court Against a Dealer in Proto- 
graphs Whose Arrest He Caused— 
Fine Is Imposed on Defendant by 
Judge Fake, and New It Is Up ta 
the Official Expert to Seize the 


Treasures.

Webster's definition of art and that of De- 
tective Wooldridge clashed yesterday in the 
Harrison street police court, and the detec- 
tive’s newer version defeated that of the 
older authority. Webster's views were backed 
up by such men as Director W. M. R. French 
of the Art institute and other experts on art, 

‘put the “live wire” of the detective force 
convinced Municipal Judge Fake that his 
views are the more practical. 

In the heat of the court fight Wooldridge, 
who swore he was an expert on art, de- 
nounced some of the paintings and master- 
pieces that heretofore have been looked 
upon as above reproach. And this not the 
worst—he declared if the courts upheld him 
in the fight he would raid the Art institute 
and either destroy or have clothed some of 
the works of art that adorn its walls and 
galleries 


Picture Dealer Is Arrested. 

The trouble grew out of the chance digcov- 
ery by Detective Wooldridge that one Frank 
H. Chambers, president of the White City 
Art company, 358 Dearborn street, was sell- 
ing reproductions of art works which por- 
trayed women in various stages of attire and 
some in.no attire at all, 

Wooldridge arrested Chambers, confiscat- 
ed his art treasures, and haled both Cham- 
bers and his stock in trade before Municipal 
Judge Fake on a charge of selling improper 
pictures. Chambers protested, declaring the 
matter confiscated was the highest art and 
could be found in the best homes in Chicago. 

“High art, nothing!" exclaimed Wool- 
dridge, and he led the man intocourt. 

Then he summoned Mr. French of the Art 
institute, Annie M. Church, director of the 
Fine Arts academy; Harriet Howe, a chari- 
ty worker, connected with the Chicago 
Foundlings’ home, and other persons looked 
upon as experts upon such things, to appear 
in court. = 

Miss Church appeared to be a modest and 
unassuming little person and unwilling to 
either criticise art or testify against the man 
who was arrested. 

‘Are those works of art?’ asked Judge 
Fake after Miss Church had qualified as an 
expert. | 

“No, they are not art.“ was the reply after 
the pictures, ane by one, had been placed in 
her hands. 

“They are the science of art,” was the 
vague reply of the witness. 

„Can't you give us something we can un- 
derstand better?“ said Judge Fake. 

„Well, they are electrotypes, technically.“ 
was the reply. ‘‘ Reproductions of personal 
form made by artists, but not.artistic because 
they do not carry out the beautiful ideas 
which are a part of art. 

Wooldridge Gives Court Light. 

There were some other expert witnesses, 
all of whom differed as to what art really 
was. It was not until Wooldridge was called 
that the court was really informed as to 
what this subtle thing called art might be. 

„Art is not what these are,” said Wool- 
dridge as he contemptuously tossed the pic- 
tures before the judge. 

„What do you call this?“ asked Attorney 
Francis Harper, who represented Chambers.

a gloomy view of the state of the country and 
reaffirm their conviction that the duma’s end 
is in sight. 

The Telegraph's correspondent says the 
center of gravity is beyond the walis of Tau- 
rida palace, where the duma is sitting. It 
is in the cities of the rural districts, where 
fierce passions, hardly suppressed, are turn- 
ing human beings into wild beasts. This 
metamorphosis affects the adherents of 
monarchism as well as the aposties of revolu- 
tion. Both armies are smitten by madness, 
which may unexpectedly assume violent, 
‘monstrous forms. 

Revolutionary emissaries are sowing seeds 
of disaffection in the army, but some bodies 
of troops are animated by feelings dia- 
metrically opposite, equally powerful and 
equally explosive. The temper of the work- 
ingmen, whether revolutionists or royalists, 
is inflammatory to the degree when spon- 
taneous combustion may reasonably be ap- 
prehended. 

Under such conditions the duma is only one 
of many factors, and by no means the most 
important. The cabfnet’s hold on the sub- 
versive forces gradually is loosening. It has 
lost touch with the masses and lacks the firm, 
unwavering resolve to lead the natipn. 


Government Awakes to Peril. 

The key to the national situation has 
passed into other hands, and the government 
seems to be awakening to the consciousness 
of this important fact. The loyalists in the 
country, who. are petitioning for the dissolu- 
tion of the duma, declare, through their 
spokesman, the flery monk Iliador, that the 
cabinet is a cowardly insurrectionary body, 
with which the nation cannot live long. The 
time has come for the nation to assume 
power under the guidance of the autocracy. 
Such utterances, says the correspondent, rep- 
resent the views of the striving masses, and 
therein lies their significance and danger. 

The Chronicle’s correspondent says the 
grand ducal party is increasing in strength. 
The union of Russian people hag bidden its 
committees on the day of the dissolution 
of the duma to organize anti-Jewish out- 
breake similar to those at Kisheneff and 
Bialystok. 

The reactionaries, headed by Count Bo- 
brinsky, have decided to hasten the dissolu- 
tion, replace Premier Stolypin with the 
grand duke as dictator, suspend specie pay- 
ments, and iseue a manifesto explaining that 
the representative system, owing to the 
backwardnese of the peasants, makes the 
non4Russian elements preponderant and so 
endangers Russia’s existence. 


Dictator Plan Long Discussed. 

This assertion of the Chronicle’s corre- 
spondent reads like an echo of part of the 
Mirror’s story, but the idea of replacing the 
premier with the grand duke, with dictatorial 
powers, long has been one of the favorite 
and most loudly formulated panaceas of the 
reactioparies. 

Premier Stolypin, so far as can be learned 
at this moment, still holds the reins, al- 
though it would be a daring prophet who 
would forecast events tomorrow. 


Socialists Win in Finland. 

HELSINGFORS, Finland, April 5.—The of- 
ficial election results show that the socialists 
won elghty of the 200 seats in the diet. With 
the thirteen agrartans the socialists lack only 
eight of having an absolute majority. The 
old Finns secured fifty-eight seats, the young 
Finns, who control the existing government, 
twenty-five, and the Swedes twenty-four. 
The diet will meet early in May. 


RAPS AMERICAN CANNED GOODS, 


Chief Health Officer of Stepney Says 75 
Per Cent of Importations Are 
Unlabeled. 


LONDON, April 5.—Dr. Thomas, the chief 
health officer of Stepney, during a hearing 
in a police court today on a charge of selling 
bad condensed milk, made the statement 


that 78 per cent of the canned goods im- 


ported into this country from America are 
not labeled, and English firms afterwards 
put on their own labels.“ 


Dr. Wiley Talks of Labels. 
Washington, D. C., April 5.—Dr. Harvey 
W. Whiley, chief of the bureau of chemistry 
of the department of agriculture, when 
shown a dispatch from London giving Dr. 
Thomas’ testimony, said: — 


It is @ common practice among many 


manufacturers not to put their own labels 
on their goods, but instead the labels of the 
jobbers. It may be that goods sent to Eng- 
land are labeled with the names of English 
jobbers in harmony with this common cus- 
tom, but whether this ie done or not I have 
no knowledge. Canned goods coming into 
this country from foreign countries are uni- 
versally labeled, though the labels are not 
always correct.” 8 5 


"PLAY DEAD" TO FIGHT. 


ROUMANIAN PEASANTS HOLD A 
BOGUS FUNERAL; REPULSED. 


Driven Back by Fire of Soldiers, They 
Carry Slain and Weunded Into VII- 
lage and Reappear Later, with a 
Priest at Head, Oarrying Coffins, 
Which Are Found to Be Empty 
After Troops Turn Artillery on the 
Mourning Cortege. 


BUCHAREST, Roumantia, April5.—The de- 
termined bravery of the insurgent peasantry 
in the recent fighting is illustrated by a story. 
of the battle of Balaneshti, near Craiova, 
published in a local newspaper. The insur- 
gents, who numbered 10,000 armed with guns, 
axes, knives, and scythes, and accompanied 
by their wives and children, made a desperate 
attack on a body of Roumanian infantry 
and artillery. The latter opened fire, killing 


large numbers of the peasants, who, afteran 
unequal combat, retreated to a village, car- 
rying thefr dead apd dying. 

Half an hour later a long funeral proces- 
sion, headed by a priest, issued from thé 
village, the coffin being followed by thou- 
sands of weeping peasants. As they ap- 
proached the troops the commandant ordered 
the mourners to halt, but they pressed on 
and were met by a volley, which killed or 
wounded several of them. After further 
fighting the remainder of the peasants fled, 
leaving’ the coffins, which, when the sol- 
diers examined them, Were found to be empty. 

A few minutes later the peasants again at- 
tacked the troops, meeting the same fate, 
Artillery then was brought into acton, and 
the insurgents were summoned to evacuate 
the town within three hours. The peasants 
utilised the interval to unite their forces, 
and made a fourth assault on the troops, ad- 
vancing in the face of the artillery fire and 
rifle volleys and getting into hand-to-hand 
conflict with the soldiers. The peasants, how- 
ever, were defeated in the end, and the houses 
of the village were razed to the ground by 
the fire of the field guns. 


CUBAN NEGROES MAKE THREAT. 


Protest Against Actions of Committee 
on Charity and Hint at Use of 
Force.

HAVANA, April 5.—A negro manifesto, is- 

sued by Gen. Eloy Gonzales at Cienfuegos, 


says: 


We, the negro people of Cuba, protest 
against the conduct of the committee, on 
charity and correction that lately visited this 
city, coming from Havana, in slighting us, 
the honest and always patriotic negroes of 
Cuha, who have shed our blood for liberty. 
If those persons believe it possible to de- 
prive us of our rights they are mistaken. 
We have dignity and honor and will repel 
energetically their aggression.” 

The manifesto cofitinues, charging the 
whites with the murder of a negro—Capt. 
Francisco Martinez—at Cienfuegos, and ends 
with these words: 

Wo refrain from saying more, not wish- 
ing now to disturbthe public peace.“ 

The manifesto is causing great excitement 
among the negroes throughout the island. 
Martinez, it is declared, was not killed by 
the whites, as Gonzales says, but died in a 
brawl of negroes some days ago. 


NOTES FROM FOREIGN LANDS. 


MANTILA—Capt. Fred C. Cole, quartermaster, 
and F. P. Thornton, former chief clerk in the 
quartermaster’s department, were formally ac- 
cused in the Criminal court with the falsification 
of a public document. Cole and Thornton are 
charged with having padded the pay roll in the 
quartermaster's shops. It is said that the opera- 
tlone extend over many months and thousands of 
dollars are alleged to have been secured in this 
manner. 

ESSEN. PRUSSIA—At a general meeting of the 
German iron and stee] manufacturers unanimous 
objection was voiced against the proposed world’s 
exposition in Berlin in 1918, the twenty-fifth 
year of Emperor: William’s reign. It was char 
acterized as futile and unprofitable. 

HAMBURG—Pamphiets signed by the “ execu- 
tive committee have been distributed among 
the ships where imported English longshoremen 
are quartered threatening to blow up the ves- 
sels, urging at the same time that the Germans 
employed on the ship leave at once.

STUDENT KEEPS CONSTANT VIGIL 
FOR TWO MONTHS. 


Graduate of Johns Hopkins Univers- 
ity Watches Constantly Beside Ap- 
paratus, Making Readings Every 
Half Hour, in Order to, Study the 
Ionisation of Air—Long Trial Near- 
ing. Close, with Chance of Improv- 
ing World’s Knowledge Growing 
Brighter. 


Baltimore, Md., April 5.—[Special.]—Over 
two months of constant vigil, with his only 
rest being taken in half hour naps, is the 
task to which Willlam W. Strong has set 
himself in the interest of science. 

Strong, who is a graduate student in phys- 
les at Johns Hopkins university, is engaged 
in the study of the ionization of air, a study 
that promises to throw much light on exist- 
ing problems of physical chemistry as well 
as those of pure physics. 

He is working with large and intricate ap- 
paratus, and ts obliged to take readings 
every thirty minutes. For some two months 
or mere now Mr. Strong has been sitting by 
the apparatus, leaving only long enough to 
eat. Even &t night the apparatus must be 
read and watched, and accordingly Strong 
has been taking cat naps beside the ap- 
paratus, accompanied by an energetic alarm 
clock that tolls the unwelcome half hours. 

The long vigils are now nearing their end, 
however, and the watcher by night will be 
amply repaid by valuable results that have 
been obtained. The results of the work, it 
is said, will be of much value in hringing 
about the solution of present problems of 
ionization. 


JAPAN ORDERS NAVAL GIANT. 


Sends Commission to England to Ar- 
range for Construction of 21,000 
Ton Battleship, Largest.in World.

LONDON, April 5.—Japan is sending a com- 
mission to England to arrange a contract for 
the biggest battleship in the world. The 
vessel will be of 21,000 tons, even greater than 
the Pacificator. 

It is understood the Japanese shipyards are 
full of work and that, as Japan wants ships 
quickly, she decided to build a new monster 
in England. It is said the cost will be about 
$11,250,000. She will have surprising arma- 
ment. 

It ise claimed here that from a business 
standpoint alone the Dreadnought, as the 
initiator of the type of huge battleships, has 
paid for herself many times over in orders to 
British yards from foreign powers. Orders 
from Brazil, Argentina, and Chili, and the 
expected order from Japan are cited as proof. 


War Veteran Stabs Five. 


Dayton, O., April 5.—Willlam H. Huffman, a 
veteran of the civil war, ran amuck at the Sol- 
diers’ Home last night and stabbed five veterans 
while they were asleep. Huffman thought the men 
were plotting to kill bim and the guards had a 
terrible struggle before they overpowered him. 


Mr, Carnegie announced his gift in a letter 
in which he expressed the wish that the 
income of $450,000 per annum be applied by 
the trustees as they deem best.to support the 
technical school's art department, museum, 
music hall, Hbrarian’s school, and guch other 
classes and schools as may be established in 
connection therewith. * 

Mr, Carnegie says he thinks the technical 
schools rank first in practical Importance, 
since they chiefly instruct the sons and 
daughters of workers in the mitle and ‘Tac- 
tories, who labor through the day and seek 
instruction at night. 


Will Not Buy “Old Masters.” 

He says the art department should not 
purchase old masters,’ but confine itself 
to the acquisition of such modern pictures 
as are thought likely to become “old masters” 
with time. The gallery, he says, is for the 
masses of the people, not for the educated 
few. if. 

He adds that, although the directors and 
teachers of the technical schools participate 
in the pension fund established by him for 
the advancement of learning, those of the 
departments do not. A pension system is 
therefore to be established for them out of 
the endowment fund, and after the death of 
the recipient the pension is to be continued 
to the widow in all cases where needed. 


Relief to Taxpayers. 

The added endowment of the institute re- 
lieves what has been a strained situation 
in Pitteburg recently. When the institute, or 
the library then, was built, the city agreed 
to appropriate $50,000 a year for its ‘main- 
tenance. Since the library grew into an 
institute, with many costly departments, the 
trustees have each year asked more money 
until. this year $300,000 was sought. This 
caused such criticiem and the appropriation 
was scaled down to $250,000. lar. Carnegie’s 
addition to the endowment means a reduc- 
tion of half a mill to the taxpayers of this 
city. 

Mr. Carnegie’s gifts 
amount to $20,000,000. 
Vandals in a Carnegie Library. 
Waterloo, Ia., April 5.—([{Special. I- An- 
tipathy to Andrew Carnegie’s donation to 
Waterloo’s public library is believed to have 
inspired acts of vandalism committed on the 
west side building last night to the amount of 
thousands of dollars.

While many states have laws making pipe 
nes common carriers, little attempt has 


has been formed, the purpose of which is 
supposed to be to defeat the president in the 
present and in the future. The combination 
is supposed to.be directed to prevent new 
legislation of the Roosevelt type during the 
rest of his term of effice and then to prevent 
the election of a successor who would be like- 
ly to carry out his policies. 


How Roosevelt Understands It. 

That undoubtedly is the understanding the 
president has of the situation at the present 
time, and, as he has means of information 
which are not accessible to newspapers or 
to the general public, his opinion is worthy 
of serious consideration, in spite of all de- 
nials from interested sources and in spite of 
attempts by his acknowledged enemies to 
show that his belief is the result of a disor- 
dered imagination. 

That the administration will take a legiti- 
mate hand in national politics there canfiot 
be much question. President Roosevelt un- 
doubtedly understands the indelicacy of a 
person in his position seeking for purely per- 
sonal reasons to dictate the presidential suc- 
cession. If, however, there does exist a rich 
man’s conspiracy to tie his own hands for 
the remainder of his term and to elect a 
“reactionary” as his successor, the presi- 
dent would undoubtedly feel justified into 
going into one state after another, through 
his trusted friends, and asking for the elec- 
tion of delegates to the national convention 
who could be depended upon to carry out the 
Roosevelt idea, even to the extent of voting 
for a candidate known to be acceptable to 
him and voting against candidates known 
to be not in harmony with his theory of gov- 


ernment. 
: Out After Delegates. 

In fact this process has commenced more or 
less in Senator Hansbrough of North Da- 
kota, Who as he left the White house today did 
not hesitate to intimate that his state would 
elect delegates to the next national conven- 
tion who would be Roosevelt men first, and 
who would have as second choice no man who 
was not known to be affirmatively acceptable 
to the president. This is likely to be the 
plan of campaign in a dozen other states in 
the north. 

There will be no immediate declaration 
from the White house against the election of 
delegates instructed for Roosevelt. At the 
proper time the president will, it is said, 
reiterate his previous declination and pos- 
itively refuse to be a candidate. What the 
administration leaders will be instructed to 
secure in each state where possibie will be a 
delegation which will be pledged man by man 
to vote for no candidate for the presidency 
who is not acceptable to Mr. Roosevelt. 
This will be done, not on the theory that he 
wishes to dictate his successor, but that he 
desires to insure the success of the policies 
he has inaugurated in his own administra- 
tion. 

It does not at all follow that President 
Roosevelt will insist on the nomination of 
any one man. All he desires is that if dele- 
gates are elected to the national convention 
who are instructed to vote for him, they 
should carry out the spirit as well as the 
letter of their Instructions. He does not 
want to see his enemies masquerading under 
his flag. The administration would recog- 
nize the right of friends of an opposition can- 
didate to fight in the open and get delegates 
wherever they can on a fair basis. 

The president will not, if he can help it, I 

ermit the stealing of avowed Roose- 
velt men and their use to defeat policies for 
which he has stood before the people. 


Has No Man in View. 

At the right time, when decning the nom!- 
netion himself, he might informally let it be 
known that a man like Taft, or Cortelyou. or 
Root, or anybody else, including Fairbanks, 
or Cannon, or Hughes, or Foraker, would be 
acceptable to him, provided at that time he 
had become convinced that any of those peo- 
ple would be Hkely to stand fast for progree- 
sive policies of the present president. 

To this extent, the adminietration will be 

in national politica, if I am any judge, from 
now on. It will be for the purpose of elect- 
ing delegates pledged to a progressive policy, 
and pledged to oppose a candidate or plat- 
form which would be in the nature of a re- 
versal of the Roosevelt form. If candidates 
are not opposed to the Roosevelt policy, it 
will not be difficult for them to make that 
fact known, but if they appear to be puahed 
exclusively or improperly by the great cor- 
porate interests, the president will have the 
right to assume that those particular candi- 
dates are not likely to fulfill the promises of 
his administration. 
In that case, he is more than likely to take 
the people into his confidence, according to 
hie invariable system of politics. This, so far 
as I can learn, isa fair statement of the’pres- 
ent political policy of the administration, and 
it doesn’t indicate either brain storms or 
nervous prostration, -but rather an acute 
conception of the temper of the American 
people.

OTHER SIDE IS HEARD. 


Railroad Lawyer Claims Union 
and Southern Pacific Merg- 
er Is Legal. 


Washington, D. C., April 5.—[Special.)— 
The interstate commerce commiesion's inves- 
tigation of E. H. Harriman’s manipulation 
of the Chicago and Alton and his Southern 
Pacific deals ended today: 

The commission has taken the case under 
advisement. A decision is not looked for for 
some time. 

There were three addresses today, one by 
Attorney John G. Milburn in defense of Mr. 
Harriman’s course, and one each by Special 
Attorneys C. A. Severance and Frank C. Kel- 
logg in criticism of it. 

Mr. Milburn enlarged upon the contention 
that the Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
had not been competing lines before their 
consolidation, but urged that even if they 
were, one of them had the right to purchase 
the property of the other. 

Messrs. Severance and Kellogg contended 
for the applicability of the anti-trust law to 
the purchase of the Southern Pacific by the 
Union Pacific, and Mr. Kellogg criticised 
sharply Mr. Harriman's dealings in the Chi- 
cago and Alton securities. 


Harriman and the Alton. 

He said that the liabilities of that road had 
been increased to the extent of $80,000,000, 
„for which,“ he declared, the syndicate did 
not give the company one dollar aside from a 
moderate equipment.“ To say that it was 
necessary to make this addition in view of the 
excellent credit of the road was to his mind 
incredible. Mr. Harriman had said that $22,- 
000,000 had been expended on the road, but if 
that was true not all the money had been a 
part of the expanded capital. All the im- 
provements could have been made by a com- 
paratively slight increase of the road's inter- 
est account. 

He claimed that the Alton bonds had been 
sold to Harriman and friends at 65 cents on 
the dollar when they could have been made to 
bring par. No one can say that that is con- 
servative financing.“ he said. He declared 
that the proceeds of this sale had been used 
in paying dividends to the stockholders, the 
men who had bought the bonds. Deducting 
the dividends, the bonds had really been ob- 
tained for about 49 cents on the dollar. 


How Nation Is. Interested. 

Mr. Kellogg contended that the country 
was largely interested in such transactions 
and urged that congress should limit the in- 
lation of railroad Securities. There could be 
„no excuse for expanding a railroad’s securi- 
ties merely for the purpose of making a profit 
out of them. 

“I deny the necessity and the morality of 
such a course,“ he said, and expressed the 
opinion that a restriction should be placed 
upon such transactions. He did not bblieve 
in unreasonable restrictions, but it was not in 
the interest of the roads themselvesjhat they 
should be largely utilized for investment. 


In Defense of Harriman. 

Continuing his argument, Attorney John G. 
Milburn laid dowp the. following general 
propositions: 

1. A restraint of trade to be within the arsti- 
trust act must be the direct, immediate, and 
necessary effect of the transaction, and not 
merely an indirect or incidental result. 

2. A restraint of trade consequent upon a 
purchase of property, in any of its various 
forms, is incidental mérely and therefore not 
within the act. : 

8. The purchase must of course be real; if 
a mere device for the suppression of com- 
petition, as it was held to be in the Northern 
Securities case, while it may be effective 
to operate upon the legal title as between 


the parties, it is in fact unsubstantial and 
4 


may be disregarded. 

4. Provided the purchase bé real and sub- 
stantial, the motive which induces it cannot 
affect the result. 


Not Against the Law. 

5. Therefore the purchase by a railroad 
company, within its corporate powers, of an 
interest in another line of railway, is not 
within the act, because the restraint upon 
trade, if any, is not direct, but merely inci- 
dental to the purchase. 

6. If, however, the purchase by a railroad 
company, within its corporate powere, ofa 
line of railway, made to suppress competi- 
tion, be obnoxious to the act, that res u t does 
not follow if the purchase be made for a 
legitimate and proper purpose of the pur- 
chasing company. : 

7. In any event, a purchase by a railroad 
company ef an interest in a line of railway 
which is not parallel and competing, is not 
Within the act. 

8. The purchase by the Union Pacific of 
its interest in the Southern Pacific. was not 
made to suppress competition, but to pro- 
tect its property by an extension of its line 
in that wey to the Pacific coast.

Standard Oil attorneys took their last stand 
in behalf of their client yesterday when forced 
to argue as to the admissibility of evidence 
tending to show the defendant company did 
not know it was violating the law in accept- 
ing a 6 cent rate on shipments to East St. 
Louls. Arguments on this question were 
made by Attorneys John S. Miller and Moritz 
Rosenthal, and these will be anewered today 
by District Attorney Edwin W. Sims and his 
special assistant, James H. Wilkerson. 

Should Judge Landis overrule the objection 
made hy the government to evidence of this 
character, it will throw down the bars for the 
company to prove by any number of prej- 
udiced witnesses that the Standard company 
made diligent search for the legal rate te 
Bast St. Louis, and in using the 6 cent one 
believed it was complying with the law. 

The point involved, according to Mr. Ros- 
enthal, is a basic principle of justice, and in 
his argument he cited cases from both Eng- 
lish and American jurisprudence which held 
that the right of a defendant to show his in- 
tent at the time of the alleged crime was com- 
mitted cannot be denied.

Jury Indicts Holder of 
Cameron Dam. 


THINK MIND UNHINGED. 


Inquisitors Urge Sheriff to Call 
on Governor for Aid to 
Suppress Anarchy. 


Chippewa Falls. Wis., April 5.—[{Special.J— 
The Sawyer county grand jury has indicted 
John A. Dietz on three counts, one for re- 
sisting an officer and two for attempted mur- 
der. The jury finds that anarchy exists in 
the Cameron dam vicinity, and recommends 
that Gov. Davidson be asked to furnish mil- 
itary assistance to capture Dietz, believing 
the county officials powerless. — 

In the matter of the ownership of the dam 
the jury states it has examined the county 
records and finds that Dietz has no title 
to it, and further asserts that the Mississippi 
River Logging company, whose property 
Diets is holding, has tried to arbitrate the 
differences or have the title decided by the 
courts, but that Dietz has always refused to 
Msten to their overtures. A large number of 
witnesses were examined and the jury thor- 
oughly went into all the phases of the case. 
Sheriff Clark will ask the governor for as- 
sistance to capture Dietz, and it is probable 
several companies of militia will be sent to 
Cameron dam. 


Text of Jury’s Findings. 

The jury’s report says: “ We, the grand 
jury of Sawyer county, present herewith 
three indictments against John F. Dietz; one 
for resisting an officer and two for attempted 
murder. We think it proper to further report 
that a part of this county at Cameron dam, 
on Thornapple river, is not subject to the 
laws of the state, and has not been for three 
years,” but has been held by John F. Dietz 
by an armed force in defiance of the law and 
in contempt of the courts. Property of great 
value is withheld from its owners and officers 
and citizens have been fired on and their 
lives endangered.“ 

The jury next reviews the title to the dam 
and finds that it is not the property of Dietz 
and that the rightful owners have been com- 
pelled to abandon their property because of 
Dieta's position. 

Continuing, the report says: 

Four criminal warrants have been reg- 
ularly issued against Dietz. The first was 
sworn out by John Mulligan on a charge of 
assault and battery, the second by Patrick 
Magin for attempted murder, the third by 
the district attorney for the same offense, 
and the fourth by James Gylland, also for 
attempted murder. 


Believe Dietz Is Insane. 

“Different bodies of officers have done 
everything that can be reasonably expected 
of them, but owing to the location of the 
place and the character of the surrounding 
country, it seems impossible for any civil 
officer to arrest him without loss of life. 

There is reason to believe that he is

CITY CLUB TELLS WHAT SCHUBERT 
OUGHT TO DO. 


‘Blames His “Incompetency and Lax- 


ity’? tor Present Sooty Condition 
of Atmosphere, Declares Present 
Ordinance Ample, and Presents to 
Civil Service Commission a Plat- 
form’? Setting Forth Steps Needed 
for Abolishing Nuisance. 


The long grilling that has been undergone 
by Chief Smoke Inspector John C. Schubert 
at the hands of the City club before the civil 
service commission drew near a close yes- 
terday when Attorney Francis X. Busch 
presented the eommissioners a formidable 
indictment of the smoke department. It was 
defined as the position of the City club upon 
the enforcement of the smoke ordinance and 
unequivocally declared that the incom- 
petency, inefficiency, and laxity of the chief 
smoke inspector and the supervising engineer 
alone are responsibie for the prevalence of 
smoke in Chicago atmosphere.” 

Mr. Busch's closing blow at the department 
was “the smoke platform of the City club,” 
based on the evidence given in the investiga- 
tion. 

City Club’s Smoke Platform. 
The platform follows: 
„The prevention of smoke in all station- 


ary plants is practicable. ; | 
The ordinance of the city of Chicago is 


+ broad and ample to accomplish such emoke 


preventian.... — — 

The lncotnpeteney, inefficiency, and lax- 
{ty of the chief smoke inspector and the su- 
pervising mechanical engineer are alone re- 
sponsible for the deplorable prevalence of 
smoke in our atmosphere. 

“Every stationary plant in Chicago that 
violates may be classified into one of the 
two following classes: 

„ 1. Plants which are capable of being 
operated smokelessiy, but violate on ac- 
count of carelessness in firing. 

„2. Plants which are either out of repair 
or are not properly designed to be operated 
without violating the ordinance. 

The committee takes the position: 

„a. That all plants which are capable of 
being operated without violating should be 
vigorously and continually prosecuted until 
such time ag it is to the interest of the owner 
to insist that his fireman operate his fur- 
nace with sufficient care to avoid violating 
the ordinance. ~ 

„b. That all plants which are not capable 
of being operated without violating the or- 
dinance should be subject to a thorough in- 
spection by a competent deputy inspector 
to ascertain what changes are necessary to 
prevent smoke; that the owner then should 
be called to the office of the department, 
given an explanation of the conditions of 
his plant, and be given the alternative of 
being constantly and persistently fined or 
agreeing to rehabilitate with the best possi- 
ble devices for the elimination of smoke, and 


‘that during such rehabilitation immunity 


should be granted to the owner only on the 
following conditions: 

That he burn a grade of coal best suited 
to sSliminate or to lessen the amount of 
smoke. 

That the plant should be operated with 
the greatest care. 

That the plans for rehabilitation be pre- 
sented within a reasonable fixed period. 

That the actual work on rehabilitation 
be begun within a reasonable fixed period. 

“That the work be completed within a 
reasonable fixed period.

TO FACE DEMANDS 


Will Be Asked to Increase 
Wages of Employes as West- 
ern Lines Have Done. 


UNIONS EXPECT TO WIN. 


Brotherhood Leaders Preparing 
to Present Request in Lat- 
ter Part of Year. 


The next big movement for higher wages 
on the part of the railroad brotherhoods will 
be directed against the eastern rai] systems, 
and the leaders of 150,000 enployés are pre- 
paring to take joint action. 

Actual demands probably will not made 
until the latter part of the present yéar, but 
when they are filed every class of labor will 
be represented, with the possible exception 
of the switchmen, who succeeded in getting 
an increase in pay from the roads last fall. 

The formation of a joint board, through 
which the negotiations will be conducted on 
behalf of the men, was completed last week 
at a meeting in Buffalo. The conference was 
attended by officers of the foyr large brother- 
hoode—the engineers, conductors, firemen, 
and trainmen. Although preliminary in na- 
ture, it ie said the meeting outlined roughly 
the extent to which the employés will seek 
to test the generosity of the railroad corpora- 
tions. Probably a general wage advance of 
10 per cent will be asked. 


Quick Agreement Expected. 


It is settled definitely that the nine hour day 
agitation will be dropped temporarily. This 
was determined: by the failure of the em- 
ployés of western roads, in the conference 
just ended, to secure a reduction of hours. 

Leaders of the rail unions believe their 
wage demands will not be strenuously op- 
posed in the east because of the action of 
the western roads in granting them a sub- 
stantial advance in pay. The Pennsylvania, 
the Philadelphia and Reading, and one or two 
other eastern roads have anticipated the 
movement already by giving a 10 per cent in- 
crease to all employés., These roads will, of 
course, be eliminated from the move. 

The terms of the settlement agreed on by 
the western railroad managers and the train- 
men and conductors were gone over again 
yesterday by the two committees and a few 
minor changes made. Today the agreement 
will be ratified formally. Many of the train- 
men left at night for their homes to report 
to their-local lodges regarding the success of 
their efforts. 


Settlement Pleases Trainmen. 


Chief Morrissey of the trainmen’s organ- 
ization said general satisfaction was felt by 
his men over the concessions obtained from 
the roads. 

I have been doing a Uttle estimating,”’ 
he said, and I believe the average advance 
in wages we secured will be more than 11 
per cent. Some classes of employés will get 
as high ae 18 per cent. These are the con- 
ductors on work trains. 

Regarding the efficacy of government 
mediation under the little used Erdmann 
law, Mr. Morrissey said he approved highly 
of the idea. He-said he favors conciliation 
in labor disputes provided the mediators 
are men whose official position lends dignity 
and responsibility to the negotiations. 


Firemen Not Yet Satisfied. 


The railroads now have satisfied the de- 
mands of all but one class of employés—the 
locomotive firemen. The conference with the 
firemen, which temporarily were suspended 
pending the outcome of the other negotia- 
tions, will be resumed next week. Chief John 
J. Hannahan said he could not predict the 
result. 

The roads are said to be considering tbe 
extension of their wage increases to the fire- 
men. The latter, however, have refused to 
waive their demand for the nine hour day. 
It is thought thie will not constitute aserious 
obstacle to a settlement, 


SUES PASTOR FOR SLANDER. 


Charles E. Everett Appears in Court 
Against the Rev. David D. De Long 
for Defamation of Oharacter. 


A suit for $20,000 for slander brought 
against the Rev. David D. De Long of the 
Fellowship Congregational church by Charles 
E. Everett, a worker in the church, is being 
heard by a jury im Judge Barnes’ division 
of the Superior court. Everett alleges that 
in 1905 Mr. De Long circulated stories in 
effect that he (Everett) had been guilty of 
improper actions and was not a man in whose 
custody girls might be intrusted. Thesé 
charges came, it is alleged, at a time when 
Everett was giving the girls and boys of the 
church outings which he personally superin- 
tended. The trial is being attended by many 
friends of the litigants, some of whom have 


been called to testify. 


OHIO MILITIA AWAITS CALL TO 
STOP STRIKE WAR. 


Four Companies of State Troops Will 
Be Placed in Field it Outbreak Oc- 
curs in Shipyard Trouble—Another 
Trainioad ef “Unfair”? Laborers Is 
Sent In—Pitteburg Threatened with 
Beer Famine Because of Walkout 
et Brewery Employes. 


Lorain, O., April 5—With the members of 
Company B. Ohio National Guard, under 
orders and sleeping in the Lorain armory, 
and three companies of Cleveland troops 
under orders and ready to respond to a call 
at any moment, quiet prevails tonight at the 
yards of the American Shipbuilding company, 
the scene of rioting for two days past. 

Another trainload of strike breakers, num- 
bering from 160 to 200, arrived this evening 
and the men were escorted into the yards 
under cover of the gune of detectives and 
special] deputies. The strikers were congre- 
gated about in squads, but saw the march of 
the latest recruite into the shipyards without 
any offer of violence. 

Supt. Le Marche declared tonight that 
over 400 strike breakers are now inside the 
shipyards and that fully 1,000 more are 
available and will be brought in within the 
next few days. : 


Pittsburg Near Beer Famine. 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 5.—Pitteburg is threat- 
ened with a beer famine as the result of the 
strike today of 1,500 workers employed by 
twenty-four breweries in this city. The 
Pittsburg Brewing company and the Inde- 
pendent Brewing company, two of the largest 
breweries in the city, are completely tied up. 

Meetings of the Western Pennsylvania 
Brewers’ association are being held to decide 
whether open shop will be declared. It is said 
that this will be done and men will be im- 
ported to take the place of the strikers. 

The brewers agreed to give the men shorter 
hours and more pay if they would agree to 
suhmit the other questions to arbitration, 
but this was refused and the men went out 
today. 

Attempt: to Arbitrate Strike. 

Kalamazoo, Mich., April 5.—Committees 
from the Commercial club, the striking em- 
ployés of the Michigan United railway, and 
the officials of the company met with Mayor 
Thompson today in an effort to settle the 
strike on the trolley lines. The officials 
agreed to have a committee of seven mem- 
bers of the Commercial club arbitrate the 
differences, and the strikers will announce 
their decision tomorrow. 


Peace Near at Goldfield.

BOOKER WASHINGTON TALKS; 


URGES NEGROES TO WORK. 


Says Every Boy Should Learn a Trade 
and Be Taught to Save Money— 
Speaks to 3,000 in Olivet Church. 


Booker T. Washington addressed 3,000 col- 
ored people last night at the Olivet Baptist 
church, Twenty-ceventh and Dearborn 
streets. He was introduced by the pastor 
of the church, the Rev. E. J. Fisher, and 


later was guest of honor at a banquet given 


in the church, at which D. H. Harris was 
toastmaster. . 

In opening, Mr. Washington declared h 
loyalty to his race. 

People frequently ask me why I dont 
move out of the south,“ he said. It might 
seem to some that one could educate himself 
and enrich himself to that point where he 
would desire to tear himself away from the 
negro race, but as long as I Ive my home will 
be down there among the black men of the 
nouth. If I could enter the spirit world and 
could have my choice of race and color, I 
would say: ‘Make me am American negro.“ 

Above all, Mr. Washington encouraged the 
idea of industry. He urgéd that every man 
see that his son learn & trade and that the 
young be instructed to save their money. 

Every kind of honest labor is homorable,” 
he said. ‘‘ But the negro should rise to the 
more dignified stations of Hife until one walk- 
ing down State street would have to go into 
a store and purchase goods to know whether 
the black man he sees in there is the man- 
ager, the cashier, or the porter. 

“The negro ig so associated with certain 
humbler walks of life that only this morning, 
in the train a traveler took me for a porter 


and asked me the way to the dining car. I 


told him. They often have asked me to make 
up their berths, but I had to decline because 
I didn’t know how.”

In coming together the men have yield- 
‘ed some of their contentions and the rail- 
ways have made greater concessions. The 
‘men yielded the point of hours. The La 
Follette act protects. railway employés 
engaged in interstate commerce, and there 
is not so much need as there was once for 
agreements between employers and em- 
ployed to prevent overwork. On the other 
hand, the men secure a substantial in- 
erease in wages. 

A strike would have been so disastrous 
to shippers that they can afford to be in- 
different to the possible effect of the set- 
tlement of the dispute. The agreement to 
raise wages may be a sufficient reason for 
a failure to reduce freight rates. It may 
become an excuse for attempting to raise 
freight rates. The railways are already 
facing a reduction of passenger rates 
through the action of different state leg- 
islatures, and have raised wages several 
times in the last few years to meet the 
increased cost of living. The cost of ma- 
terial has also advanced.

WASHINGTON’S UNIVERSITY. 

The bequest in the will of George 
Washington towards an endowment for 
a university to be established at the capital 
of the nation has been brought to the 
attention of the public again and again 
during the more than a hundred years 
since the first president died. It has been 
before congress at intervals, has been the 
subject of many reports to one house or

Its president, a former Chicago man, now 
announces that another western man with 
university experience has been selected to 
undertake a special canvass of the coun-

The project of a national university has 
not met with favor from the representa- 
tives of the leading institutions of learn- 
ing in the United States The matter has 
been G@iscussed In many meetings of the 
“ Association of American Universities,” 
an organization comprising a dozen or 
more of the big schools, such as Harvard, 
Yale, Princeton, Columbia, Pennsylvania, 
Johns Hopkins, and Cornell in the east 
and Chicago, Michigan, Wisconsin, Call- 
fornia, and Leland Stanford in the west. 
The sentiment: has been adverse. Thie 
may have been due in part to a desire to 
limit the number of real universities or it 
may have come from a feeling that there 
was no real need for a great institution 
at the national capital. On the other 
hand, the persistence of attempts by sev- 
eral denominations to establish well en- 
dowed foundations at Washington seems 
to reflect a popular opinion that the loca- 
tion is an ideal one for the purpose.

THE PRIVATE LETTER. 

The arrest in New York of a former 
private stenographer of Mr. Harriman for 
selling to a newspaper a copy of an im- 
portant letter dictated to him was made 
under the provisions of the penal code of 
that state. In this it is expressly stated 
that if a person willfully and without au- 
thority takes a letter, telegram, or private 
paper belonging to another, or a copy of 
the same, and publishes the whole or any 
part thereof he is guilty of a misde- 
meanor. The stenographer, in confessing 
his fault, said that he did not know he 
was violating the law. 

The incident calls renewed attention to 
the usual fidelity of the ordinary man or 
woman who is trusted with information 
of a private character. No one who has 
a large correspondence is entirely freed 
from the. necessity of dictating to a third 
party letters whose contents concern only 
the sender and the receiver. Advice and 
suggestions of the utmost importance are 
thus made part of the knowledge of a 
third individual, and if that person proves 
untrustworthy disastrous results may 
come. The danger exists in almost every 
business where trade secrets may be sold 
by an unscrupulous employé to the ad- 
vantage of a competitor and the loss of 
the employer. A stenographie note book 
or carbon copies of letters may easily be 
secreted, provided that the desire for such 
action is present. 


It is to the credit of the clerks and ste- 


nographers of the country that so little of 
this is done. Faith and trust are the cor- 
ner stones of industry.” Where there is an 
occasional breach of trust, such as that 
brought to light in the New York case 
cited, there are hundreds of thousands of 
instances of absolute fidelity to employ- 
ers. The great majority of the army of 
workers are not restrained by the pro- 
visions of law. They do not keep the 
business secrets because it is a misde- 
meanor to give them out. The New York 
law is not duplicated in many of the 
states. The real safety les in the honesty 
of human nature, which recognizes a trust 
when it is imposed and responds quickly 
to confidence when it is given, even if no 
caution attends it. The occasional of- 
fender against such natural honesty only 
calls attention to the widespread preva- 
lence of the other and better conception.

“kicking offt in great style in most of the 
big football matches. He has been president 
of the National Football Association of Eng- 
land for many years, founded the old Etoni- 
ans’ football club, and in his boyhood days 
won much college fame as half back. In 
between times he may be found at the bank- 
ing houses of either Ransom, Bouverie & Co. 
or of Barclay & Co., of both of which he is 
the chairman. 

His title is an old one, having been created. 
in 1682 in recognition of the services to the 
crown of Sir George Kinnaird, who was cne 
of the Lords of-Convention of whom Claver- 
house spoke and who were distinguished 
for their loyalty to the Stuart cause. 
Lord. Kinnaird has a grand old place in 
Perthshire—namely, Rossie Priory, where, 
when in residence, he preaches each Sunday 
to a large congregation from the pulpit of his 
private chapel. Curiously enough Kinnaird 
castle, in the neighboring county, of Forfar, 
belongs to Lord Southesk, chief of the olan ot 
Carnegie, and now on his way tothis country 
to be the guest of Andrew Carnegie at the 
inauguration of the Carnegie inetitute. 

Lord Kinnaird, who is a frequent visitor to 
America, has likewise a stately town house 
in St. James square, which for several sea- 
sons he placed at the disposal of the late Mr. 
Gladstone. His eldest son, like the other 
first born of Scottish viscounts and barons, 
bears the title of the master. He is a fine, 
tall young fellow, whose disposition towards 
philanthropy and evangelism is tempered, 
as in the case of his father. by his pronounced 
tastes for everything athletic. 
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Prince Henry Sayn- Wittgenstein, whose 
death has just taken place at St. Petersburg 
at the age of 28, was the only surviving son of 
Prince Frederick of the same ilk, his elder 
brother having been killed a few years ago in 
a duel at St. Petersburg. of which a French 
demimondaine wae the chief cause. Neither 
the late Prinoe Henry nor yet his father, who 
survives him, will be found in those pages of 
part II. of the Almanach de Gotha that are 
devoted to the -mediatized or formerly sov- 
ereign houses of Germany and among which 
are comprised the Sayn-Wittgensteins. The 
fact of the matter is that Prince Frederick, 
though a most amusing man of the world, be- 
came involved in so many unsavory scrapes 
in Germany that his father in conjunction 
with the other adult members of the 
family deprived him of all hie rights and 
prerogatives as eldest son and as heir to the 
family honors. He was ultimately debarred 
from the use of the name and title of a Prince 
Sayn-Wittgenstein, and reduced from the 
rank of a mediatized prince to that of a mere 
noble with a title of Count Altenkirchen. 

Amongst his most sensational freaks was a 
trip to China, whither he was sent by way of 
exile and punishment for his shortcomings 
and where he availed himself of the absence 
of the German envoy at Peking to pass him- 
self off there as a prince of the reigning house 
of Prussia, being received in that capacity 
with royal honors by the Chinese government 
and imperial court. The German envoy re- 
ceiving an intimation of what was going on 
hastened back to Peking and as he arrived 
Prinee Frederick discreetly vanished from 
the scene and hastily left China. 

— 


Then, too, the prince married at Berlin one 
of the lovely daughters of the Banker Lilien- 
thal, one of whom was the wife of the Belgian 
envoy, Baron Northomb. After living with 
her two years he became tired of her and dis- 
carded her, securing a dissolution of the mar- 
riage on the ground that being a captain of 
Prussian cavalry he had failed to obtain the 
consent of the commander of his. regiment, 
which is indispensable to the validity of mar- 
riages contracted by officers and soldiers. 
His two children in consequence thereof were 
rendered illegitimate and their fate excited so 
much sympathy in high quarters that they 
were ennobled with the name of Von Falken- 
berg.“ while their father was sentenced to a 
term of military imprisonment for having 
conducted himself ii. the matter without due 
regard to the laws of honor, governing the 
conduct of officers of the German army. 

His brother, Prince Louis, who had mar- 
ried another of the Lilfenthal sisters, and 
who was a most chivalrous, high principled 
gentleman, passionately devoted to his wife, 
died suddenly at Rome, bequeathing to her 
all his poswessions by will. Prince Frederick, 
her brother-in-law, however, originated a 
movement among the members of the family 
whereby. the will of Louls was set aside on 
the ground that being of bourgeois birth 
Amelie Lilienthal could not have married 
Louis on a footing of equality or otherwise 
than morganatically and consequently that 
she had none of the rights and prerogatives 
of a widow of a prince of the house, Not only 
was she prevented from inheriting a single 
atom of his property and debarred from the 
use Of his name and title but she even found 
it impossible to recover the handsome dower 
which she had received from her father on 
her marriage. Her treatment excited much 
popular indignation, the more so as she had 
been presented at a number of German and, 
foreign courts with her husband as full 
fledged Princess Sayn-Wittgenstein and was 
made the subject of a number of sensational 
laweuits, which were decided against her. 
Today she is the wife of Baron Hans de 
Reischach, whose brother is grand master of 
the horse to the Kaiser.

It was, however, Prince Frederick’s mar- 
riage to an actress of the name of Wilhelmine 
Hagen Which, in conjunction with some 
unsavory episodes, finally drove Prince 
Frederick out of the German army and out 
of the ranks of his family and reduced him to 
the status of a Count Altenkirchen. For a 
time he vegetated as such in Berlin. But 
finding that many of his former friends and 
relatives turned their backs upon him, he be- 
took himself to Russia with this actress wife, 
segured letters of naturalization as a Musco- 
vite citizen, and ultimately managed to in- 
duce the czar to bestow upon him the Russian 
title of Prince Sayn-Wittgenstein of which 
he had been deprived in Germany, and tothe 
compulsory surrender of which he had given 
his written consent at Berlin. That is why he 
figures as a Russian among the mere nobles 
of partJII. of the Almanach de Gotha and not 
among the other Sayn-Wittgensteins in part 
II., devoted to the mediatized houses of Ger- 
many. His actress wife is, of course, a full 
fledged Russian princess. The prince is a 
brother of the late Princess Clovis Hohen- 
lohe, wife of the chancellor of the German 
empire, the publication of whose memoirs 
created so great a sensation last year.

Young Prince Henry’s wife, now his widow, 
was formerly a maid of honor to the czarina 
and a daughter of Dimitri Nabakoff, who was 
minister of justice under Czar Alexander IJ. 
His elder brother, the one killed in a duel by 
Prince Anatole Bariatinski; bore the nameof 
Alexander, and it ie only fair to add that he 
was quite unacquainted with the demimon-~ 
daine for whose sake he lost his life. The 
woman had been making fun in a railroad 
carriage of the appearance of Prince Bari- 
atinski, who was a perfect stranger to her, 
and had wound up by inquiring what nation~ 
ality he belonged to. He replied that he was 
Russian, but declined to believe her assertion 
that she was a Parisian, saying that Pa- 
risiennes had the reputation of being better 
bred and more courteous in their behavior.

His intervention in her behalf 
was, of course, résented by Prince Bari- 
atinski and the fatal duel ensued.

Thomas Orchestra. 


The patrons of the Thomas orchestra paid 
willing and hearty tribute to Sir Edward 
Elgar yesterday afternoon in Orchestra hall. 
The eminent English composer had been en- 
gaged by the Orchestral association to con- 
duct the latter half of the program, and when 
he appeared after the intermission he was 
greeted with applause which compelled him 
to turn twice and bow his acknowledgments. 
Three of his compositions—* In the South 
overture, his Variations,“ and the first 
of his military marches, ‘“‘ Pomp and Circum- 
stance "—were played under his direction, 
and after each of them there was again ex- 


the orchestra sounded a fanfare, and the 
audience remained applauding until Sir Ed- 
ward had returned a second time to the cen- 
ter of the stage and bowed. It was an un- 
usually spontaneous and hearty tribute to a 
man who has come to loom large in the mu- 
sical world of today and in whom American 
musio lovers take a kind of quasi-national 
pride. His being English seems to make him 
a little more one of our own than are the 
composers of other nations. 

Sir Edward came forward with nothing of 
the prima donna conductor in his man- 
ner. There was a positive suggestion of shy- 
ness about his bearing both then and when- 
ever he turned to bow to the applauding au- 
dience. A man tall and slender, he walks 
with the slight stoop that tells of the stu- 
dent. He is about middle age, his hair and 
mustache just beginning to be tinged with 
gray, his features strong and clear cut, and 
his eye telling of a nature at once kindly, 
‘modest, and sincere, but strong. The impres- 
sion made by his personality is that of a 
man who is genuine, who underestimates 
himself and his abilities rather than over- 
estimates them. There Was nothing of ego- 
tism or parade about anything he did yes- 
terday. The work was there to be done and 
hedidit. If the auditors were pleased he was 
gratified and appreciative of their kindness 
tohim. Rarely has a musical lion impressed 
as so modest as did he yesterday. And yet 
there was nothing of weakness or servility 
about his attitude. 

As for his conducting, ft is not that of a di- 
rector born to command. Excellent musician 
and composer that he is, Sir Edward Elgar 
is not a great conductor. His beat is the 
long straight beat of the British bandmas- 
ter and it frequently is indefinite and un- 
steady. He stands with feet well apart and 
with body noticeably bent at the hips, and 
there is little of grace or flexibility about his 
leading. He cannot be called awkward, but 
there is not about his work those qualities 
which tell of the born conductor. 

The men of the orchestra gave him their 
closest attention and heartiest sympathy yes- 
terday, and the result was performance 
of the three compositions which was tech- 
nically and tonally of highest worth. Sir 
Edward himself seemed genuinely pleased 
and his assertion after the concert that the 
‘work of the orchestra surpassed all his 
fondest expectations” evidently was the 
expression of his true feeling. 

As for the reading of the works, it differed 
from those to which we have been accus- 
tomed in that the tempo of both the Overture 
and the Variations was distinctly slower. 
There was not a dragging of the speed, but 
all was played with more deliberation and 
more of breadth, The result was something 
of gain in the Variations for they acquired 
thereby more of clarity and each one of them 
took on increase of individual character and 
meaning. The Overture, however, suffered 
through the slow tempo in that the work im- 
pressed with its extreme length—an impres- 
sion which is lessened even if not wholly 
avoided when a shade brisker speed is em- 
ployed. The March was given with a spirit 
and animation which made ft truly stunning. 
This was, so far as effect was concerned, the 
high point of Sir Edward's work of the after- 
noon, and it roused the audience to genuine 
enthusiasm, 

The first half of the program which was 
under ur. Stock’s leadership. was made up 
entirely of the work of living composers.“ 
It included the Wallenstein’s Camp from 
D’Indy’s Wallenstein Trilogy, Glazou- 
now's musical picture“ Spring,“ an or- 
chestral fantasy by Converse called The 
Mystic Trumpeter,“ and the Love scene 
from Richard Strauss’ opera, 
—picture music, all of it. The Converse 
sists of an endeavor to translate into tonal 
idiom the emotions voiced in the Walt Whit- 
man poem, The Mystic Trumpeter.” The 
young American has omitted the fourth 
stanza of the poem from his musical scheme, 
but each of the other five stanzas he has 
taken as a sort of motto for a correspond- 
ing number of short tonal pictures of the 
moods they express. The first is the peace 
found in nature; the second, the love that 
enfolds and vivifies all; the third the turmoil 
of war and wreck; the fourth the depression. 
felt at the contemplation of humanity’s 
wrongs and bondage; and the fifth a pean of 
joy. The poem is one suited to translation 
into music as such subjects g0, and Mr. 
Converse has accomplished much that com- 
pels approval and admiration. His musical 
thoughts are not especially significant as far 
as the thematic materials themselves are 
concerned, but his command of the colors of 
the orchestral palette is great, and he se- 
cures instrumental colorings that are of 
marked beauty and effectiveness. The most 
original and most telling portions of the com- 
position are the “introductions” to the 
various sections. In each of these the sug- 
gestion of the mystical quality of the 
“trumpeter’’ whom the poet heard is re- 
markably obtained. Especially the opening 
of the work is atrikingly beautiful and mas- 
terly. . 

The Glazounow Spring has been heard 
here twice before. It is a pleasing bit of tonal 
painting and was exquisitely played yester- 
day. The Wallenstein’ was given with 
brilliancy, and the excerpt from Mr. Strauss’ 
unpleasant opera was made effective more 
through the manner in which it was per- 
formed than through any vast musical 
thoughts it contains or emotional message 
it voices. 

The same program will be given tonight, 
commencing at 8:15 o'clock.

PREVENTION OF MINING FRAUDS. 
[From Mines and Minerals.] 

Promoters are of endless variety, but tho 
man with a straightforward proposition is 
the only one that need be considered—the 
others can take care of themselves—and for 
his protection and that of his clients legal 
steps should be taken. 

Let the legislature of each mining state 
enact necessary legislation which shall com- 
pel any corporation (mining or otherwise) 
which proposes to sell its stock to the publie 
to file with the proper officer a aworn state- 
ment of the general facts relative to the 
company and its property, with a certified 
copy of its prospectus and a signed original 
report by a qualified mining engineer (in min- 
ing corporations), all fully protected by 
proper penalties for misrepresentation. 

Let the legislature of each state where 
stocks of any sort are offered for sale require 
that all such companies be registered with 
the proper officer before being offered for 
sale, and that none be accepted for registra- 
tion unless proper filing has been made as 
provided in the state where the mine or prop- 
erty is situated, with a heavy penalty for 
the sale of stock of unregistered companies. 
Such a condition may be a long way ahead, 
but it would put a stop to wildcatting in min- 
ing and all other stocks, would give the miner 
a chance to make his mine productive and a 
benefit to the state, and give the small in- 
vestor an opportunity to buy a real chance 
in a rea) mine instead of throwing his money 
away. 

There is usually enough risk in any pros- 
pect or new venture into the unknown to 
satisfy the desire to speculate without adding 
the natural propensities of the faker to the 
load that the new venture must carry until 
the dividend period is reached.

ALLEYRAND, the man of wit, satire, 
politeness, social amjability, and con- 
summate adroitness in affairs both 
large and small, has an enthusiastic 
blographer in Mr. Joseph McCabe (D. 


Appleton & Co.). In this book Mr. McCabe 


has undertaken his third study of the sons 
of Mother Church, the two previous being 
Abelard and St. Augustine. He is not one 
of those modern biographers who succeed in 
maintaining feelings ‘of indifference toward 
the subject of their biographical impetus. 
As he was an advocate for St. Augustine, 
that man with a genius for the simple, so 
he succeeds im holding a brief for Talley- 
rand, the most complex and enigmatic of 
statesmen. He finds him affectionate, good 
natured, generous, humane, a lover of peace 
and order, guiltless of treachery~save in 
one extraordinary instance—and innocent of 
the murder of the duc d' Enghien. 

He does not even accuse him of selfishness 
when he at length refused to be drawn to ruin 
with Napoleon. Napoleon had ceased to 
heed his counsel. He begged the emperor 
to give over his ambitions of world suprem- 
acy, and to become king of France ’—ad- 
vice too moderate for the swollen egotism of 
one who, seeing much, could by no possi- 
bility see Elba, Waterloo, or St. Helena. 

It may be that all readers of Mr. McCabe’s 
copious history will not be convincedof the 
megnanimity, reliability, and largeness of 
spirit of Talleyrand, but they will at least 
be bewitched with the depiction of this per- 
fumed knight, who never limps upon a scene 
that he does not command fhe attention of 
his audience, who cannot remain without 
electrifying it, nor depart without leaving 
behind him a theme for conversation. 
When there was circulated a rumor that 
George III. had passed to his Han- 
overian fathers, a foreign minister called 
on Talleyrand to ask his opinion. Well, 
some say he is dead and some say he is not.“ 
said the minister of foreign affairs. I may 
tell you in confidence that I don't believe 
either.” When an Englishman of plain fea- 
tures was boring almost to extinction a 
company with a recital of the charms of his 
mother, Talleyrand broke in with: It must 
have been your father, then, who was not 
good looking.“ Once a person took the liber- 
ty of asking him what had passed at the 
council. Three hours,“ said Talleyrand, 
yawning. A friend of reckless Hfe met him 
and complained of suffering from an indi- 
gestion the pains of hell.“ What, al- 
ready?“ cried Talleyrand. 

It is the recountal of the development of his 
character, those chagrins and subtle re- 
venges, those friendships which were half 
hates, those boldmesses which covered timid- 
ities, that wisdom which was purely politic, in 
which the interest of the book lies. Life, in 
which other men dully worked, was a play- 
ground for this satirist. He had a little in- 
tellectual Olympus in which he felt justified 
in abiding, watching with the eyes of a 
careless god the struggles, follies, and ex- 
cesses of other men. He met trying events 
with the most intellectual forms of bravado. 
When it was suggested to him, after the 
scandal of d’Enghien, that he resign from 
the ministry, he said: Because Napoleon 
has committed a crime, is that any reason 
why I should be guilty of a biunder?'’’> It 
would seem, if Napoleon was the scourge of 
Burope, that Talleyrand was the rapier of 
France. He could not even give a piece 
of state advice heavily or with duliness. 
“Kill each other or embrace!’’ he begged 
certain provincial contestants in the days 
of the revolutionary risings. He was con- 
sulted by the greatest, and he rushed bril- 
liantly to conclusions over which they la- 
bored; but it seems even at this date as 
if’ the conclusions of other statesmen, at- 
tained by severe labor, had about them a 
quality of sincerity which were lacking in 
these swift judgments of Talleyrand, who 
might be right, but who would not Have 
minded if he had been brilliant and wrong. 

He lived to be 84, and he purchased a 
churchly burial by a sort of recantation of 
many rebellious acts and utterances. There 
was a tradition to the effect that, when his 
body lay in the hearse, and the driver called 
out the usual question, What barrier?” a 
deep voice from underneath the hearse re- 
plied: “La barriére de l'enfer.“ 

„Well. it is well enough to pass judgement 
upon this man whose intellect surpassed that 
of the master he served—that master of mas- 
ters, Who would be served even by kingdoms 
—it is easy to condemn his vicious tongue, 
his circuitous actions, his terrible secrecy; 


but which of us would not journey far and 


fasting to be put jin the Paris of the ’80s, 
when Talleyrand sat daily among the most 
brilliant talkers of the town and held them 
spellbound with his wit, his sallies, and his 
theories? Life was for him a sort of back- 
ground to the salon, the court, and the 
council. He had the brightness of 
the meteor, but the durability of a star 
When he went out the beams shot from his 
wonderful personality continued long to 
dazzie men. Indeed, they have not yet ceased 
to do so.. Mr. McCabe is to be congratulated 
upon having transferred to paper so vivid 
an impression of this amazing man.

New York, April 5.—[{8Special.J—C. K. G. 
Billings, owner of Lou Dillon, and Elmer 
E. Smathers, owner of Maj. Delmar, both 
were examined today at the continuation of 
the trial before Justice Greenbaum and a 
jury in the Supreme court in the suit brought 
by the Memphis Trotting association in 


which Billings, the largest stockholder, seeks 


to recover from Smathers the gold cup that 
was awarded him three years ago when Maj. 
Delmar beat Lou Dillon. 

There was a large and expectant crowd 
of trotting devotees on hand to hear the own- 
ers testify, Some relish was taken out of the 
evidence, however, by the knowledge that 
Billings now owned both horses, having 
bought Maj. Delmar at Smathers sale some 
time ago. 


Smathers Says Spear Falsified. 

Smathers testified first and told of the sale 
of his horses. He denied he ever had made 
any overtures to anybody looking to the 
* Hing of Lou Dillon so his geiding could 
beat her. He testified further that not only 
was the testimony of one of his former stable 
employés, George W. Spear, to this effect 
false, but that he had really discharged 
Spear because he had sent the Smathers’ 
mare, Alice Barnes, to the post when she 
was plainly unfit. Smathers denounced 
Spears story that he—Smathers—had told 
Spear he would give $5,000 to beat Lou Dil- 
lon with Major Delmar as an unqualified 
falsehood. 

Did you ever enter into a conspiracy to 
stop Lou Dillon,“ Smathers was asked. 

“I certainly never did, was the horse- 
man’s positive answer. 


Tells of the Race. 

Smathers’ description of the race differed 
considerably from t given on the stand by 
Billings’ trainers @ retainers. He said 
Delmar scored from the mare three times be- 
fore the first heat, and then when the heat 
itself was on, Smathers driving Delmar and 
Billings the mare, the pair kept head and head 
right up to the half. Billings shook his whip 
at the mare, said Smathers, when they got 
to the half mile post, and she showed 78 of 
dropping back. But the mare seemed to be 
beaten, and never came up again. When 
Smathers reached the three-quarters post 
he looked around and slowed up, seeing the 
race was won. His only idea about the race 
was that Lou Dillon had quit on meeting a 
faster horse. 

Billings, whose testimony was allowed-to 
come In, though the plaintiff's case was closed 
because of his absenee in the west until today, 
gave directly opposite testimony. He said 
his mare had broken once while scoring to 
the starting post, a thing she never had done 
before. But outside of that time he felt she 
had scored against Delmar at every trial be- 
fore the heat. 


Billings Says Mare “Died Out.” 

“We started level,“ said Billings, “ but 
after leaving the quarter pole I called on Lou 
to go ahead. For the first timein my experi- 
ence, she failed to respond. She spurted for 
a few yards, but then she died down, and 
though I touched her with the whip, she 
would not respond. At the half; and even de- 
fore it, she began to die out, and Smathers 
went by me. All I could do was of no use. 
She couldn’t come up to the front again, 
though I had never known her to fail me,be- 
fore. I could not understand it.“ 

Billings then testified he owned two-thirds 
ef the stock of the Memphis Trotting asso- 
ciation,.and that he had furnished to Murray 
Howe, secretary of the association, the neces- 
sary funds for prosecuting the present Utiga- 
tion. 

Orlando Hammond, a lawyer, Who saw the 
race, said he had heard Billings say Lou 
Dillon had been sick fortwo weeks. Billings 
denied this statement.

Two INDICTMENTS FOUND WEEE 
AGO REPORTED TO COURT. 
Many Charges of Misapplication of 
Funds and Credits of the Chicago 
National Bank Made Against For- 
mer Head of That Institution —Ae- 


cused Also of Sending to Controller 


Ridgely a Statement Containing 
Numerous False Entries. 


Two indictments, comprising 175 counts, 
were returned yesterday against John R. 
Walsh by the federal grand jury. The vot- 
ing of the indictments was reported in Tus 
TRIBUNB a week ago. One indictment 
charges the misapplication of the funds and 
credits of the Chicago National bank, of 
which Walsh was president, and in the other 
he is charged with making false entries in 
his report to the controller of the treasury, 
submitted a month before the bank was 
closed. 

These indictments were returned by a 
grand jury drawn from the new jurisdiction 
of the northern district of Illinois. Walsh 
already has pleaded not guilty to an indict- 
ment of 160 counts returned last February, 
and hie trial has been set for Oct. 15. 

The legal effect of these last indictments 
probably will be to secure the government 
another cause of action should Walsh be 
victorious at the trial next fall. 


Misuse of Funds Alleged. 

In the indictment charging a misapplica- 
tion of the bank funds there are fifty or sixty 
transactions alleged and these involve more 
than 88,500,000. These transactions are di- 
vided into the following three general classes, 
upon each of which one count of the indict- 
ment is based: 

Sums credited te John R. Waleh’s pricate account 
ae the proceeds of *‘ memorandum notes.“ 

ums credited to defendant's personal account 
through sale of bonds in railroad or other enter- 
prises in which he was interested to the Chicago 
National bank. \ 

Payments made by Walsh from the money thus 
credited to him to sustain his railroad and other 
properties. 


False Report to Ridgely. 

The charge of making false entries was not 
made by the former grand jury as it coulé 
take cognigance of nothing that occurred 
after March 6, 1805. The report to Controller 
Ridgély was made Nov. 9, 1905, and accord- 
ing to the indictment contains the following 
false entries: 

Loans and discounts on which officers or direct- 
ors of the bank were liable either as payer or in- 
dorser were given as $245,500; should have been 
$2, 913,500. 

Loans and discounts on which officers and di- 
rectors were not liable entered as 610,638, 226.64; 
should have been §7,900,226.64. | 

Bond securities held by the bank entered at §3,- 
103,005.18; should have been $5,771,005.18. 

Failed to enter excessive loans to the amount 
of $2,668,000. 


Bond to Be Fixed on Monday. 

The jury's report was made to Judge A. B. 
Anderson, Who was called from Indianapo- 
lis by Judge K. M. Landis when the litigation 
against the former banker began. The court 
instructed District Attorney Sims to inform 
the defendant of the indictments. Walsh is 
expected to appear before Judge Anderson 
on Monday to give bond, and the time for 
pleading will be fixed then. The amount of 
Walsh's bond will hardly be less than $50,000, 
which was the sum required when the other 
indictment was returned.

In addition to the Snow report, which 
was bullish, Edward Updike, who is now 
going over the same territory he did three 
weeks ago, whem he found no bugs, wired 
that from Ponca City to Guthrie, seventy- 
five miles, wheat had been damaged more 
than 75 per cent, and that the situation was 

growing worse every day. All wheat as far 
as Fort Worth reported about the same. 
„Bugs spreading fast. Missouri, Kansas, 
and northern Oklahoma all sent their quota 
of “bug” news. In the vicinity of Newton. 
Kas, there seemed to be some discrepancy in 
opinions, Capt. Philips wiring that there 
were no “ bugs anywhere around there and 
that wheat was looking fine, while Lake's 
man wired that bugs had been found 
there. Iowa entered the lists with a few 
claims of damage, while several prominent 
houses operating in Nebraska, Iowa, and 
Missouri and throughout the southwest had 
messages expressing much concern over 
weather conditions. 

Heavy buying of wheat by the Bartlett- 
Frazier house early on the strength of bad 
crop advices from the southwest took all of 
the offerings off the market and caused gen- 
eral covering of shorts. The Bartlett house 
was a heavy seller on Thursday and also on 
Wednesday, and the sharp reversal in their 
operations had the trade guessing until the 
issuance of the Snow report, which confirmed 
the reports of damage from green bugs.“ 
Comstock, Logan- Bryan, Ware - Leland, 
Northern Grain, Lake, Pringle-Fitch- 
Rankin, and Updike were all conspicuous on 
the buying side of the market. Partridge 
was a buyer late in the session and was sup- 
posed to be acting for Armour. The St. 
Anthony Grain company sold July on the ad- 
vance, and there was scattered profit taking 
by early buyers. In corn and oats Bartlett- 
Frazier were also the heaviest buyers. Com- 
stock was a late buyer of corn. Helmholz 
sold corn. Nye-Jenks, Barrell, Marfield, and 
Comstock were on the buying side of oats. 
On the advance there was an increase in the 
offerings, some of the buyers of the last few 
days taking profits. Patten was a good 
buyer of September lard. Clifton sold lard, 
and there was a little selling for foreign 
account. 


B. W. Snow, the crop expert. who made an 
examination of the wheat fields of the south- 
west a few weeks ago and found conditions 
fine, is again in the field and is sending re- 
ports confirming recent alarming advices. 
The following message corroborating the 
most radical bug damage reports was tho 
chief factor in the advance in wheat. He 
wired from Medford, Okla.: “ Yesterday 
afternoon drove in north part Canadian 
county, Oats destroyed and being plowed 
up. Wheat badly damaged. Aphis swarming 
in every field. Spots first infected are entire- 
ly bare, and from these centers bug has 
spread to all part of fleld so that all now is 
as bad as spots were three weeks ago. I see 
nothing to indicate any check in activity. 
The winged females are numerous and high 
winds have aided the spread. From El Reno 
to Enid, sixty miles of best wheat district. 
big bare spots show up from car window. 
with fields taking on the yellow tinge that 
shows general infection. The situation is 
distinctly bad. Good rains last night will 
give plant more power of resistance than 
when dry.” 


“We believe that this is the time to buy 
oats for spring and early summer consump- 
tion,” said Bartlett-Frazier in At-The-Mar- 
ket. Spot oats in Chicago have recently 
sold two to three cents under the high point, 
owing to larger receipts. It must be remem- 
bered that country shippers have about 
cleaned up their corn and are now shipping 
in the oats which they have held back on 
account of scarcity of cars. This run of 
oats may continue a few days longer, but 
buyers should not be deceived by it. Pri- 
mary receipts at western markets during the 
last three weeks have been about 10,700,000 
bu. During that time the visible supply has 
decreased 1,400,000 bu, showing an enormous 
consumption. Farmers’ deliveries are small, 
and will continue to be go. We believe that 
country eleva will soon, be cleaned out if 
shipments continue for a few days longer at 
the present rate. And then there will be 
another upturn in prices.“ 


Secretary T. B. Grow of the free labor 
bureau of Topeka wired B. C. Christopher 
that he has reports from fifty-one counties 
in Kansas indicating condition 100. Some of 
his correspondents estimate the crop at 
181,000,000 bu, official last year, 81,880,000 bu. 
He says they will need 25,000 laborers and 
that harvest will be two weeks earlier than 
usual. The only serious damage comes from 
southwest Oklahoma, where acreage is 
small. 

The situation in wheat now seems to be 
framing up more definitely for a change in 
wheat values with the new crop proposition 
as a basis, said E. W. Dennis. It is reason- 
ably sure that California, Oregon, Washing- 
ton, Texas, Oklahoma, Ohio, Indiana, IIII- 
nois, and Michigan will all have less wheat 
than last year. California will be lucky to 
get 25 per cent of a crop. Texas will be 
fortunate to get back its seed. And to this 
list of states of less promise can easily be 
added Kansas, Missouri, and Nebraska, from 


hension.” 


In the local cash market offerings of wheat 
were small of all kinds, but there was ap- 
parently just about enough demand to take 
care of the small quantity for sale. Export 
business was about nil, foreigners not being 
inclined to follow the advance. . 
reported the best demand for cash wheat 
that has been seen there for several weeks. 
The big millers were paying 2½ over May 
tor No. 1 northern to arrive any time, and 
were also paying the same for spot wheat. 
Na, 2 northern was quoted lc over May. 
In the southwest prices were steady relative- 
ly. New York reported the export trade quiet, 
with foreigners for the most part taking but 
little interest in the market. Cash corn here 
was %4%@ic higher, with a fair demand from 
the east for kiln dried stuff. Oats were also 
%@ic higher. Local sales were 25,000 bu 
wheat, 150,000 bu corn, and 125,000 bu oats. 
The seaboard reported 120,000 bu wheat and 
25,000 bu corn for export. 


The eastern corn demand is expected to be 
light for the next few weeks, during the 
germinating season, according to seaboard 
advices, but after that a big business is 
looked for both with the united kingdom and 
the continent. The latter is bidding daily 
for July to October shipment from the sea- 
board, but has not bought a great deal since 
Chicago May worked above 45c. Prices wilt 
have but little effect when the buying starts. 
as it is claimed that America will have to 
supply the foreign demand almost entirely. 
Local receivers expect to see local receipts 
dry up shortly. The country is offering but 
little corn, and the prees of spring work is 
expected to r any increase in receipts 
for some time. 


Reports from millers in the winter wheat 
territory, covering the principal producing 
states, show a high condition for the crop, 
except in Ohio, Michigan, Oklahoma, and 
Texas,“ said the Modern Miller. In other 
states the damage is exceptionally gmall. 
Most millers say prospects are -better than 
usual at this time of year. The recent heavy 
frosts have caused apprehensions, but no 
established damage is revealed ag yet. Green 
bugs have advanced northward into south- 
east Missouri. This pest has practically de- 
stroyed the crop of Texas, and the area of 
damage is expanding in Oklahoma. Dry 
weather in the southwest and west. includ- 
ing Nebraska, is creating apprehension.”’ 


Several of the larger commission houses 
claimed to have had more outside buying 
orders for wheat than had been the case for 
some time.
